Conference a Failure. 


The following is a correct report relat- 
ing to the conference held in Boston Tues- 
day last. 

New England granite manufacturers are 
not in a very pleasant mood just at pre- 
sent. They want to know whether some 
one bas acted without authority, or if the 
secretary of the National Stone Cutters’ 
Union, J. B. Dyer, has played them a 
trick, 

It appears that a granite manufacturer 
was notified several days ago that a confer- 
ence would be acceptable to the pavers and 
granite cutters. 

This information was given to the exec- 
utive committee of the Granite Manufact- 
urers’ New England Association, and it was 
decided to hold a meeting of the committee 
Tuesday to confer with the representa- 
tives of the unions. 

It was supposed by the manufacturers, as 
the proposition to confer came from the 
men, that a basis of settling the fight in the 
granite industry would be submitted. The 
executive committee met at 1 o'clock Tues- 
day afternoon in the rooms of the Mas- 
ter Builders’ Association, No. 166 Devon- 
shire street. 

Secretary Grant and a committee of the 
Paving Cutters’ Union were on band and 
desirous of entering into conference. 

Secretary Dyer, however, was not to be 
found, and the two committees concluded 
to wait, which they did until after 4 
o'clock. 

The pavers and executive commiitee of 
the manufacturers conclud: d that a confer- 
ence without representaiives of the stone 
cutters would amount to nothing, and all 
hands left in anything but a happy frame 
of mind. 

Several of the manufacturers were out- 
spoken in the denunciation of Secretary 
Dyer’s neglect to attend the conference. 

They said that the executive committee 
would not have gone to the expense of 
holding a meeting if it had not been under- 
stood that the representatives of the unions, 
and particularly Mr. Dyer, had not wanted 
one. From the way they now feel and talk, 
unless there has been an excusable mis- 
take somewhere, it will be a long time be- 
fore their executive committee is again 
called together to hold a conference with the 
representatives of the unions. After the 
committee of the Pavers’ Union had taken 
its departure the secretary of the manu- 
facturers’ executive committee stated: 
“Owing to the failure of the union men to 
appear at the meeting, an early settlement 
of existing troubles does p s- 
sible.’’ 

The manufacturers are desirous of find- 
ing out just what the hitch'in the pro- 
gramme was before taking any retaliatory 
steps, and they addressed the appended 
letter to the secretary of the National Stone 
Cutters’ Union.

The executive committee of the Granite 
Manufacturers Association and the execu- 
tive committee from the granite workmen, 
which included representatives from the 
quarrymen, blacksmiths and stonecutters, 
held a conference at City Hall, last week 
Friday evening, with Mayor Fairbanks on 
the present labor trouble. 

The meeting which lasted over two hours 
was a very harmonious one, and anyone 
who saw the gathering would never have 
suspected that they were engaged in a labor 
war. 

Both sides of the situation was presented 
and discussed ina friendly manver. The 
manufacturers defined their position, and 
why they insisted upon the January 1 
clause, and that it was better for them 
and for the men that the bill should 
terminate on that date. They did not 
wish to take any advantage of the men, 
and were willing to sign a bill forone, 
three or five years which would give the 
men the advantage of changes in the 
labor market. The local association had 
no power to settle the matter, but any 
proposition made would be presented to 
the Executive Committee of the New

their side of the situation, They argued 
that May 1 would be much better for them, 
as at that time there was a demand for 
labor, and that they could make better 
terms than in January, when work was 
quiet and tbere was a surplus of help.

Wills Contested. 


What was expected to be a long and 
bitter fight in contesting the will of Mrs. 
Glover came to a sudden end in the su- 
preme judicial court at Dedham, before 
Judge Holmes, on Monday, by a com- 
promise. 

It was the will of Sarah W. Glover of 
Dorchester, widow of Andrew Glover, after 
whom ‘‘Glover’s Corner’? was named. She 
died at Braintree, Jan, 26, 1892, at the age 
of 88. 

She left a will, drawn Feb. 14, 1891, by 
which she bequeathed about $2000 apiece 
to the following named relatives: Eliza L. 
Howe, South Weymouth; Francis E. Loud, 
Weymouth; Mrs. Sarah P. Loud, Mrs. 
Annie 8S. Raymond, Miss Harriet T. Loud, 
Mrs. Sophia L. Bullard and Francis H. 
Raymond, all of Boston; Samuel 
Raymond, Lowell, and John E. Sanford of 
Taunton. 

Other specific bequests to the old friends 
and relatives amounted to about $24,000. 


The rest of her estate she left to found a 
gymnasium and laboratory at Braintree, 
for students of both sexes, at Thayer 
Academy, named in honor of Gen. 
Sylvanus Thayer, deceased, who was once 
a prominent citizen of Braintree. 

The will was contested by the heirs on 
the ground of men'al incapacity and undue 
influence. 

When the will was filed for probate it 
was approve! by Judge White, and after- 
ward an appeal was take». ‘I'wo hearings 
were held before Judge White. Judge 
Whire allowed the will, and again the con- 
testing heirs took another appeal. 

This estate smounted to about $475,000. 
By the terns of the will Thayer Academy, 
in which Quincy has free scholarship, was 
to have received about $275,000. By the 
settlement the nine first cousing, instead 
of receiving #2000 as contemplated by the 
will, receive practically $9000 each. This 
leaves for tbe academy sufficient to found 
and maintain a gymnasium and chemical 
laboratory. The school will now have a 
fund of about $600,000, including build- 
ings and real estate. It will be the best 
equipped school of its character in New 
England; and when we think of the great 
blessing which will come to the children of 
our community, arising from the efforts 
of its founder, General Thayer, and Mrs. 
Glover, aided by the loyal devotion of 
Judge French against charges which were 
as publicly withdrawn as they were made, 
we can all afford an expression of grati- 
tude to all three. 

The following counsel appeared in the 
case: Ex-Gov. John D. Long, E. C. Bum- 
pus of Quincy, Asa P. French of Randolph 
and Robert M. Morse of Jamaica Plain, 
for the will; for the contestants, James E, 
Cotter of Hyde Park, Josiah H. Benton, 
Boston; for the direct contestants and for 
the second cousins, S. K. Hamilton of 
Wakefield. 

It was a surprise to nearly everybody 
when Judge Holmes addressed the jury 
and told them that their services would not 
be required in the case, as a settlement 
had been made. 

Before it was learned what the settle- 
ment was, Lawyer Bumpus called up the 
following witnesses who had signed the 
will and codicil: Nathan T, Robinson, Dor- 
chester, Dr. John R. Lombard, Dorchester, 
amd Ebenezer Bird, who all testified to 
affixing their signatures to the will, in the 
presence of the testatrix, and that she was 
in a sound mind. 

Dr, John H. Gilbert of Quincy, George 
W. White of Weymouth, and Fred W. 
Rogers of Cambridge, testified to placing 
their signatures to the codicil, and that 
Mrs. Glover was of sound and disposing 
mind, 

The court then adjourned sine die, and 
everybody left looking happy, especially 
the contesting heirs. 

Another case of importance in Norfolk 
County, involving the construction of the 
will of John Townsend of Brookline, in 
which some $350,000 was concerned, was 
decided last week by the supreme judicial 
court, and the property distributed.

Still another case was that of Maria L. 
Hall vs. New York Mutual Life Insurance 
Cowpany.

Of all the evils in the world, there is 
none so fearful, none so thoroughly uni- 
versal as that of the use of liquor. ‘Why 
so?’ it may be asked. Are not, for in- 
stance, burglary and murder of a more 
shocking character? Yes and no. How 
does a person become a burglar or a mur- 
derer 2? Not always necessarily by drink, 
but in the majority of cases liquor has, so 
to speak, nursed those bestial tendencies 
that lead to burglary and murder. This is 
why the evils of the dram shop, unknown 
by some but known by too many, are more 
horrible than any other. The trouble is 
they give rise to crimes of the worst char- 
acter. The provoking causes are often to 
be dreaded as much as the final results to 
which they lead, notwithstanding that the 
latter exceed the former in criminality. If 
these causes of burglary, murder etc., were 
fully investigated and traced to their 
sources, we should certainly find a vast 
majority of them attributable to the sa- 
loons. 

People should accustom themselves to 
consider seriously ‘he means by which 
such hedious crimes are nursed, and, as a 
consequence, the liquor traffic would be 
looked upon as the main evil which should 
be rooted out first of all. And yet some 
would only go so far as to say that liquor 
ought to be abolished, but would not actu- 
ally do anything to have it abolished. All 
drunkards pronounce liquor an evil, which 
they, at heart condemn, but the appetite 
stirred within by it is insatiable and

The Birthday of Our Flag. 


June Mth was the 115th anniversary of 
the birth of the flag of the United States. 
June 14, 1777, the Flag Committee of the 
Continental Congress, sitting in the good 
old Quaker City of Brotherly Love, made a 
report to the Congress and submitted a de- 
sign. They recommended that “the flag 
of the thirteen United States be thirteen 
stripes, alternate red and white; that the 
Union be thirteen stars, white in a blue 
field, representing a new constellation.’ 


The report was unanimously accepted, and 
a resolution was passed to the above effect, 
A star has been added for each new State, 
and since July 4 of last year our country’s 
banner has carried forty-four stars, Idaho 
and Wyoming being the latest to enter the 
federation of States. 

In the schools in most of the States 
June 14 is observed with special exercises 
commemorating the origin of the flag— 
compositions the patriotic 
declamations, singing patriotic songs, and, 
in some schools processions. 

John Adams, that austere old Puritan, 
has the eredit in history of having pro- 
posed the use of stars as symbols.

Several 
explanations of his idea have been brought 
forward, of which one is that he suggested 
them because stars were prominent in the 
coat of arms of the Washington family. 
Another member of the committee is said 
to have urged the adoption of one star in a 
blue field, as symbolic of the shining, in 
constitutional history, of the new Republic, 
and that thirteen stars were chosen as re- 
presentative of the thirteen colonies form- 
ing the Republic. The stars were at first 
arranged in a circle, to typify the endless 
duration of the Republic. 

Some writers say the stripes were select- 
ed also because of their presence in the 
Washington coat of arms. Others state 
that the choice was due to the prominence 
of stripes in the flags of the New York regi-

Historians 
mainly agree that red, white and blue were 
made the colors of the Republie because 
they were the colors of the New York flags. 
Red was also explained to be symbolic of 
the blood of enemies; white of the purity 
of the patriots’ devotion, and blue of smil- 
ing skies and the favor of heaven. 

Previous to the adoption of the flag vari- 
ous banners had been used. Shortly be- 
fore the Declaration of Independence the 
Massachusetts Colonial Assembly adopted 
a white banner with a geeen pine tree, 
above which was the inscription: 

“AN APPEAL TO HEAVEN.” 

Some months before, on January 2, 1776, 
Washington had raised at Cambridge a 
flag known as ‘‘the great union.” This 
consisted of thirteen alternate red and 
white stripes and a blue square reaching to 
the eighth stripe and charged with the red 
cross of St, George and the white cross of 
St, Andrew,

Continent—Pacifle 

On Wednesday afternoon, May 18, we 
visited Pasadena, one of the most delight- 
ful places in southern California, It is a 
surburb of Los Angeles, and is situated 
about the same distance from that city as 


Quincy is from Boston. A special train 
was provided for the editors. On arriving at 


Pasadena, we found carriages ready to carry 
us about the city, and a delightful ride was 
enjoyed. We saw many large and beauti- 
ful public buildings; some more costly than 
any in Quincy; and among the numerous 
churches, the Universalist is very attractive. 

After riding for over an hour through 
the beautiful and fragrant grounds of ‘this 
city, we stopped in front of the famous 
Raymond hotel, which is very large and 
full of guests during the fall and winter 
months, but at this season of the year they 
have tled to the mountains or seashore, and 
the house is closed for the summer. But 
itwas opened this day for our inspection 
and enjoyment. It is situated on a slight 
eminence, while a delightful view of the 
country for miles on either side can be had. 
The grounds are very attractive, and filled 
with beautiful plants and flowers. 

We were treated to nice cool drinks, and 
beautiful pinks and roses; and after a stop 
of thirty minutes were taken in our car 
riages to the train. Lo and behold! our 
cars we knew them not. They had been 
magnificently decorated with beautiful 
flowers by the ladies of Pasadena. They 
had literally filled our cars with beauty and 
fragrance. Every seat, every arm, every 
window, every rack was loaded with roses 
and other flowers; never was cars so gaily 
decked before. Hearty cheers were given 
for the ladies of Pasadena, and the kindest 
wishes for the prosperity of this attractive 
city. 

We returned to Los Angeles, and about 
8 o'clock the same evening, took our regu- 
lar drawing-room cars, which we started 
from Chicago in, and proceeded up the San 
Joaquin valley, over the Southern Pacific 
railway to Fresno, where we arrived about 
9 o'clock the

perienced, 

After a reception and banquet, we were 
taken in carriages to the groves, beautiful 
fields and vineyards of this fruit-growing 
valley, which through intelligent irrigation 
are producing wonderfully. Oar 
Mr. Jenson very intelligent 
obliging, and although the weather was ex- 
tremely warm, we enjoyed the ride. We 
passed through vineyards many miles in ex- 
tent. At Burton’s, which we visited, over 
250,000 gallons of wine are made each year. 
At Egger’s about as much more; and there 
were others nearly as large, The nice 
quality of the wine at these vineyards, the 
ladies and gentlemen invited to 
sample, 

At A. Lb. Butler's vineyard the grapes 
are principally for raisins, and of a differ- 
ent variety from those raised for wine. 
Here they packed from 30,000 to 40,000 
pounds of nice raisins each day during the 
packing season, which lasts for eight or 
ten weeks, commencing in August. It is 
very hot and dry here for many months, 
and the grapes are dried in wooden frames

out-doors in about ten or twelve days after 
they are gathered. Those that ripen late 
the fall, when it is rainy or damp 
weather, are dried rooms heated by 
steam. A large number of women and 
children are brought out to the vineyards 
daily to gather and pack the fruit. 

On leaving Fresno we proceeded up the 
valley to Stockton, where we arrived about 
9 o'clock Thursday evening, after a pleas- 
ant ride of about five hours. This is the 
center of the great wheat fields of Califor- 
nia. Here the great harvesters are manu- 
which take from sixteen to 
twenty horses to work them. They head, 
thresh, clean and sack the grain as they 
pass along. Forty acres are often gone 
It is a necessity, owing to 
the immense quantity raised. One farmer 
in this vicinity had 20,000 acres of wheat 
this season. 

The next morning we got up early, and 
on leaving our cars, which were left in the 
middle of one of the principal streets in the 
city, near the court house, marched to the 
City Palace, preceded by a band of music. 
Here we found tables tastily set for S00. 
The ladies in the city were up at 4 o'clock 
arranging them in a neat and attractive 
manner; and they were most bountifully 
After enjoying a delightful meal, 
and listening to some fine speeches by the 
mayor and other distinguished citizens, we 
were taken in carriages about the city. 
Stockton is a live city, and has many fine 
Streets and buildings. The County court 
house erected in this city is very attractive, 
and was lighted from basement to dome on 
the evening of our arrival for the benefit of 
the editors. Many visited it with pleasure 
and were politely shown through its nu- 
merous rooms, 

There are two very large insane asylums 
in this city; one for gentlemen and the 
other for ladies. It is said there are more 
insane persons in California, in proportion 
to the population, than in any other state 
in the Union. It is accounted for owing 
to the great changes in life—fortunes made 
or lost in a day. 

We left about noon for Sacramento, the 
capital of the state, but shall be obliged to 
wait until our next issue before giving the 
reader an account of our visit in that city.

Montana Potatoes. 


There are no such potatoes in the world 
as are grown in Montana. They attain 
prodigious size, and often weigh three, 
four or five pounds apiece. Eighteen such 
potatoes make a bushel. To the taste they 
are like a new vegetable. The larger ones 
aremealy, but the smaller ones are like sacks 
of meal; when the skin is broken the meal 
falls out like flour, It must very soon be- 
come the pride of every stewart in the 
first grade hotels, restaurants and clubs of 
the cities here—and even in Europe—to 
prepare these most delicious vegetables for 
those who enjoy good living. As these 
potatoes of the choicest quality can be 
cultivated in all the valleys east of the 
Rocky mountains, there will soon be no 
lack of them. Today the only ones that 
have left the state have been the few 
bushels sent to gourmets in New York, 
Washington and San Francisco.

A Serious Mistake. 


It looks as if the City Council made a 
serious mistake by adjourning in June for 
the summer. There is much in connection 
with the water department that demands 
immediate attention. We believe it advis- 
able to make certain extensions of the 
water mains this year, particularly where 
they will pay 8 and 10 per cent. on the in- 
vestment, but no appropriation for such 
purpose should be made until an ordinance 
is passed governing the department. The 
| council is direlict of its duty in not giving 
| this matter early consideration. It knew 
in June, before adjournment, that the city 
was soon to come into possession of the 
water works, that they were to be managed 
by a board of three commissioners, that the 
council was to define their duties and 
establish the salaries, yet it adjourned on 
the very evening that the mayor asked that 
| these matters receive carly consideration. 
The newly appointed water board is in a 
quandary. There are certain running ex- 
penses which should be met, and yet it is 
forbidden by the city charter to expend a 
| cent or incur any liability. 

The Council should at least appropriate 
the receipts for current expenses, but this 
matter was notin the call for the special 
meeting, and the Council powerless 
unless the Mayor calls another special 

meeting. This His Honorshould do, and 
it might be at 7.30 Pp. M., July 25, the day 
to which the Council adjourn. The call 
should also contain an item to see if the 
City Council will establish an ordinance, 
and take action thereon. 

It was intimated by the chairman of the 
Water Board that the time of payment of 
the water rates would be changed. The 
time selected by the Commissioners may 
meet the approval of the Council, but have 
the commissioners the power now, 
Further, if the ordinance again changed 
the time, would it not make a complication 
Let the Council attend to these matters.

The plans for the néw building were 
prepared by E. G. Thayer, an architect of 
this city, and the structure will be an orna™ 
ment to Quincy. It will be constructed of 
brick with stone trimmings, roof to be 
slated. 

The lot has a frontage of 107 feet on 
Quincy avenue and 127 feet on High School 
avenue. It is proposed to throw a triangu- 
lar piece into High School avenue, which 
will make the corner a right angle, and the 
street 13 feet wider. The building will set 
back 12 feet from Quincy avenue and will 
be paved in front. 

It is proposed to let the house on the lot 
remain, and there will be a driveway on 
the southeast side. 

The building will be two stories high 
with a hip roof, and: will face Quincy 
avenue. The first or ground floor will con- 
tain apparatus room for three pieces: 
Steamer in centre, with hose on High 
School avenue side and hook and ladder on 
the other. Each has a separate door. 
There will be stalls for seven horses; two 
passages, a staircase, etc. In the reara 
stable, hose tower, box stall and room for 
supply wagon. 

The second story will contain corridors, 
three dormitories, electrician's room, hay 
room, bath, closets, etc. In the front isa 
smoking room 25x16, with a reading room 
on one side and the Chief Engineer’s room 
on the other, each 16x13.5. Out of the 
smoking and reading rooms descent may be 
made by sliding poles, which will land the 
firemen near the front doors. 

The inside walls of the apparatus room 
will be sheathed, that of second floor 
plastered.

More of the property of the late Joseph 
W. Robertson was sold at auction at 
Squantum Saturday by Auctioneer Adams 
for the executors. The hotel property and 
112,000 feet, with which were included the 
shore privileges, were bought by Mrs. L. 
B. Titus for $3500. The Means house and 
48,000 feet of land were sold to Walter M. 
Packard for $810. 


The deeper the official probe goes into 
the Maverick Bank corruption in Boston, 
the more supreme is the condition of utter 
rotteness revealed. Receiver Beal on 
Monday received the papers from Acting 
Comptroller of the Currency Nixon, order- 
ing an assessment of $400,000 on the stock- 
holders of the bank. 

The assessment is for the full limit al- 
lowed by the law, 100 per cent on the par 
value of the stock. The stockholders are 
given till Aug. 12 to pay it, after which it 
it will be receiver Beal's duty to see those 
that are recalcitrant. His instructions 
from the comptroller to enforce the as- 
sessment by writs at law are mandatory, 
and so suits will undoubtedly be promptly 
begun and vigorously pushed against 
Messrs. Potter, French and Dana, the 

directors. 

As these men hold a large majority of the 
$400,000 worth of stock, how much the as- 
sessment will amount to will depend whol- 
lyon them. Each man has made an as- 
sigument of all his property, and what his 
assignees can do will new be an interesting 
question. Certainly the suits to be 
brought by Mr. Beal will show up the ex- 
act financial standing of each of the form- 
er bank magnates.— Milford Journal.

This room is 
20x28 and is lighted by two large windows.

On the third floor is the gymnasium, 
which is a large room 25x42 and 22 feet 
high, the main entrance being from the 
hall.

This room is provided with a long oak | ly fitted, this one surpasses anything yet 


seen in this city. Much new apparatus 
has been added, and young men may be 
sure of physical development here just 
where they will need it. The apparatus 
now in the gymnasium consists of chest 
weights, intercostal machine, peg pole, ab- 
dominal mat, climbing rore and climbing 
pole, traveling and flying rings, horizontal 
bar, vaulting bar, floor parallel bars, sus- 
pended parallel bars, jump stand, dumb 
bells, Indian clubs, rowing machine, vault- 
ing horse, medicine ball,punch ball, bitch 
and kick and six large mattresses. 


In front of the gymnasium and directly 
over the parlor and game rooms, is the 
bath and locker room, there are now but 
fifty-four lockers, but others will be added 
as fast as wanted. There is also a ring 
shower bath, two sponge baths, a tub 
bath and toilet rooms. The dimensions of 
this room are 18x20. 


On this floor is a class room 17x18, 
directly over the reading room. This is 
fitted with tables and chairs, and will 
be used for educational purposes for which 
competent teachers will be engaged. 

There is also a room on this floor which

all the necessary apparatus for physical 
examinations.

Quincy’s Tax Rate, 


The prospects are that the tax rate of 
Quincy for 1892 will be nearly, if uot quite, 
$16 on $1,000. This assertion is not mere 
guess work, but is based on figures. Such 
a rate would be much larger than for three 
years, but not as large as under the last 
year of the town government, when it was 
$16.70. 

Below is given the tax levy of 1891, and 
the tax levy of 1892, as near as it can be 
determined. In the latter, the city tax, 
city debt maturing, and interest are known; 
the amounts of State and County taxes are 
known, but not the number of polls, but 
allowances are made for an increase of $40 
in polls; the overlayings are an uncertain 
amount. The total, $248,318.47, may be 
assumed as practically correct.

It will be noticed at the outset that the 
total levy is over 25 per cent. Jarger. This 
is a very large increase, but every item 
shows an increase:—The city tax is nearly 
$18,000 more, the maturing debt nearly 
$23,000, the State tax over $3,500, the 
County tax over $5,000.

But Lrooklie jumps iu abead ot | 
several large cities, including Fall River, 
Lynn, Lawrence, Springfield, New Bed- 
ford, Somerville and others, and while only 
30 in population, she ranks 5 in valuation, 
the only wealthier cities being Boston, 
Worcester, Cambridge and Lowell. 

The increase of tax, 1891 over 1892, 
shows by comparison which cities are ac- 
cumulating wealth the fastest. As already 
noted Quincy has passed Medford, Beverly 
and Pittsfield. It alsomadea larger gain 
from 1888 to 1891 than the cities of Law- 
rence, Holyoke, Salem, Chelsea, Haver- 
hill, Brockton, Taunton, Malden, Fitch- 
burg, Gloucester, Waltham or Milton. 
This is a big record in three years; to pass 
three and to gain on over half of the other 
wealthier cities. Milton and Gloucester 
now have but little more wealth than 
Quincy and must step bebind within the 
next three years. 

It may be argued by some that the as- 
sessors are responsible for the increase, but 
the facts are that the valuation of property 
in Quincy is not excessive. An incident 
illustrating this, is the fact that a business 
block was sold last week at public auction 
for $54,650, which is assessed at only 
$36,200. 

The population and wealth of Quincy is 
increasing rapidly, and if not retarded by 
granite labor trouble will be phenomenal 
the next few years,

Sinking Fund or Annual Cost. 


There is a chance for a wide difference 
of opinion as to how the water debi shall 
be paid, whether a sinking fund shall be 
established or the bonds met by annual 
payments. There is an objection to a sink- 
ing fund, because it will create another 
office and also a large fund which might be 
a temptation to some commissioners. Yet 
op the other hand equal annual payment 
would be more burdensome upon the tax- 
payers of today. Let us see what the Acts 
and Resolves say on the subject of pay- 
ment. 

Sections 10 aud 11 of Chapter 162 of 
Acts of 1883, incorporating the Quincy 
Water Company reads: 

Secr. 10. The said town may, for the 
purpose of paying the cost of said franchise 
and corporate property and the necessary 
expenses and hiabilities incurred under the 
provisions of this act, issue from time to 
lime, bonds, notes or scrip lo an amount 
not e<ceeding, in the aggregate,. lwo 
hundred and fifty thousand dollars; 
such bonds, notes and scrip shall bear on 
their face the words “Quincy Water 
Loan ;”’ shall be payable at the expiration 
of periods not exceeding thirty years from 
the date of issue; shall bear interest 
payable semi-annually, at a rate not ex- 
ceeding six per centum per annum, and 
shall be signed by the treasurer of the 
town, and countersigned by the Commis- 
siouer of Public Works of the city of Quiney. 
The said town may sell such securities at 
public or private sale, or pledge the same 
for money borrowed for the purposes of this 
act upon such terms and conditions as it 
may deem proper. The said town shall 
provide, at the time of contracting said 
loan, unless an amount thereof equal to 
the totalamount divided by the greatest 
number of years which any of such 
securities have to run, is payable at the 
end of each year from the date of its 
issue, for the establishment of a sinking 
fund, and sball annually contribute to 
such fund a sum sufficient, with the ac- 
cumulations thereof, to pay the principal 
of said loan at maturity. The said sinking 
fund shall remain inviolate, and pledged to 
the payment of said loan, and shail be 
used for ne other purpose. 


Sect. 11. The said town shall aise 
apnually, by taxaion, 4 sum which, 
with the income derived from tbe water 
rates, will be suillcient to pay Ube current 
annual expenses Of Opelaling Ls water 
works, and the interest as it accrues, on 
the bonds, notes and scrip issued as afore- 
said by said town, and 10 make such con- 
uibutions to ube sinking fund and pay- 
ments on the principal as may be required 
under the provisions of Unis act. 


Section 10 wes amended by the city char- 
ter, which inserted in place of Water Com- 
missioner the Commissioner of Public 
Works, but the Act of 1892 changed it 
back. Again, by adding near the end after 
“contracting for said loan.’’ ‘‘Unilessan 
amount thereof equal to the total amount 
divided by the greatest number of years 
which any of such securities have to run, 
is made payable at the end of each year 
from the date of its issue.” 

The city charter further amended the 
Act of 1883 by striking out all of Section 12 
and inserting in place thereof the follow- 


ing: 


Section 12. All the authority granted 
to the city of Quincy by this act, and not 
otherwise specifically provided for, shall be 
vested in the Commissioner of Public 
Works, to be exercised by him, subjget to 
the ordinances and regulations of the City 
Council. In casea sinking fund is con- 
stituted, under the provisions of this act, 
the Cuy Treasurer shall, ex officio, be the 
trustee of such sinking fund, subject to the 
ordinances and regulations of the City 
Counci!. The city of Quincy is hereby 
given all the rights and privileges, and 
made subject to all the duties and liabili- 
ties given to or imposed upon the town of 
Quincy by said act, except as above 
amende, 

Sections 3 and 4 of Chapter 373 of the 
Acts of 1892, says: 


The said city * * * shall in addition 
to the rights granted by the said Chapter 
162 of the Acts of 1883, have authority to 
issue notes, scrip or bonds, to be denomi- 
nated on the face thereof, Quincy Public 
Water Supply Loan, to an amount not ex- 


ceeding seven hundred thousand dollars, 
bearing interest not exceeding five per 


centum per annum payable semi-annually, 
the principal to be payable at periods of not 
more than thirty years from the issuing of 
such notes, scrip or bonds respectively. 
Said city may sell the same or any part 
thereof from time. to. time, or pledge she 
same for money borrowed for the above 
purposes; but the same shall not be sold or 
pledged tor less than the par vaiue thereof. 
Said city shall pay the interest as it accrues 
on said loan, and shall establish a sinking 
fund and shall contribut+ tbereto annually 
asum suflicient with its accumulations to 
pay the principal of said loan at maturity; 
and said sinking fund shall remain invio- 
late and pledged to the payment of said 
principal, and shail be used for no other 
purpose. 

Section 4. The said city of Quincy, in- 
stead of establishing a sinking fund, may 
at the time of authorizing said Joan, in- 
cluding any loan under chapter-one hun- 
dred and sixty-.wo of the acts of the year 
eighteen hundred and eighty-three, pro- 
vide for the payment thereof in such an- 
nual proportionate payments as will ex- 
tinguish the same within the time pre- 
scribed in this act; and when such vote 
has been passed by the city council and ap- 
proved by the mayor of said city, the 
amount required thereby shall without 
further vote be assessed by the assessors of 
said city in each year thereafter until the 
debt incurred by said loan shall be extin- 
guished, in the same manner as otber 
taxes are assessed under the provisions of 
section thirty-four of chapter eleven of the 
Public Statutes.

| opinion reads as follows: 
| July 23, 1892. 

| Hon. George A. Marden Treasurer: 

Sin—I acknowledge the receipt of your 

inquiry whether, in considering the limit 
of municipal indebtedness as affecting the 
borrowing power, current obligations of the 
| municipality for all purposes such as 
bills due for various purposes and loans 
made in anticipation of taxes are, to be 
included. It is practically settled that the 
Municipal! Indebtedness act does not apply 
to contracts for ordinary and lawful current 
expenses (144 Massachusetts, 177), and if 
they are not within the act, they are not 
to be iacluded in ascertaining the amount 
of indebtedness. The Legislature doubtless 
considered that in the ordinary course 
these would never amount to a very large 
sum, and that it might be difficult or im- 
possible to ascertain the amountof them at 
any given time; and while they are not 
expressly excepted, the Court seems to 
consider that they are excluded by implica- 
tion. 

But debts for temporary loans in antici 
pation of taxes are debts for borrowed 
money, and the principal, if not the sole 
purpose of the act, was to restrain the bor- 
rowing power, These debts are fully with- 
in the language of the prohibition of sec- 
tion 4, and are not within any of the 
express exceptions of the act; and many, 
at least, of the reasons on which the act is 
based apply to such debts equally with any 
other. The only distinction in the act be- 
tween temporary loans in anticipation of 
taxes and other debts for borrowed money, 
is that the former may be incurred by or- 
dinary vote and must be paid out of the 
taxes of the year (Statute 1885, chapter 


| 312), while the latter requires a two-thirds 


vote, and may be payable on longer 
periods. 

It is evident, I think, from the form in 
which the original municipal indebtedness 
act (chapter 209 of 1875) was re-enacted in 
1882 (chapter 29 of the Public Statutes), 
that the Commissioners on Revision and 
the Legislature understood that temporary 


| loans in the anticipation of taxes were not 
| an exception to the act, but were included 


within it. 


The oppusite construction, if it were 


| possible under the language of the act, 


would open the way to evade it, and would 
be liable to lead to the very results which 
it was designed to prevent. I understand 
that a different view has been adopted in 
the practice of at least one city, but it does 
not seem to me permissible under the 
present form of the act. 

“Tam of the opinion that in ascertain- 
ing the amount of indebtedness of a city or 
town as affecting its borrowing powers, its 
obligations for ordinary current expenses 
are not to be indorsed, but that debts for 
temporary loans in anticipation of taxes 
are to be included.”

The girls will look very pretty in Con- 
nemara red petticoats, fish wife skirts 
and blouses, and scarlet cloaks. In the 


first cottage will be a precise model of a 
cottage in Donegal, with undressed walls of 
granite, with a hooded fireplace and dresser 
full of bright crockery; a girl will be seen 
dyeing and spinning our famous Hand-and- 
Hearth Homespuns, the wool of which she 
gets from the lichens and heather of her 
native bog outside. There will be an imi- 
tation peat fire, and on this the dyer will 
from time to time place her iron potato 
pot, and proceed to dye the wool. This 
operation is certain to prove immensely 
attractive to sight-seers, and, as well as the 
carding, spinning, and bobbin-filling, which 
will be shown here, isan extremely inter- 
esting process. 

“In the second cottage there will be linen 
| weaving and embroidering of the famous 
| Kells Art Embroidery; whilst linen damask 
weaving on a Jacquard handloom and fringe 
knotting will goon in the third cottage.

Water Meters. 


The Malden Evening News has the fol- 
lowing editorial in relation to water meters 
for the city of Malden. It might be well 
for the water commissioners of Quincy to 
look into the matter of meters. The News 
says: “It isnot generally known that in 
all probability the water meter system will 
be adopted in the near future by the Mal- 
den Water Department. The Water Board 
has been investigating this syste for some 
time, and Chairman Turner has been mak- 
ing an individual experiment at his own 
residence for the past two years, and is 
enthusiastically in favor of the meter 
system. 

In several cities this method prevails 
and those who know its workings claim 
that it is not only the most equitable way 
of selling water to citizens, but is the 
direct and effective cause of stopping the 
great waste of water which naturally re- 
sults from the system which is in vogue in 
the city today. If the meters are in- 
troduced, it will reach all consumers of 
water except where there are only single 
faucets. A minimum rental of $2, ora 
sum not greater, will be charged, in return 
for which the Water Department will keep 
the meters in good condition. 

Chairman Turner is of the opinion that 
the introduction of the meter system will 
result in a great saving of water to the

Josiah Quincy. 


The Sunday Globe in an article on the 
men who have been selected to manage the 
campaig i of Mr, Cleveland in the coming 
presidential fight says, of Josiah Quincy: 

Josiah Quincy's entrance to public life 
was about seven years ago, when he was 
elected secretary of the then newly organ- 
ized Massachusetts Tariff teform League. 

Since that time he has taken an active 
part in the political affairs of the State, 
serving three terms in the Massachusetts 
Legislature as representative of the town 
and city of Quincy and standing as candi- 
date for Congress on the Democratic ticket 
in 1888, in the Old Colony district. 

Although originally a Republican Mr. 
Quincy found in 1886 that his views upon 
the tariff question could not be reconciled 
with those of the Republican party and he 
joined the Democracy. 

Since then he has been one of the most 
active and helpful men in the Massachu- 
setts Democracy. 

Mr. Quincy bears an honored name that 
has been borne before him by men whose 
patriotism, statesmansbip, political sagacity 
and inflexible honesty won for them the 
well-merited confidence of the people of 
Massachusetts. 

Evidence of Mr. Quincy’s ability were 
given during his second term of service in 
the Legislature. 

Hlis capacity as a political strategist has 
been tested, and found of a high order. 

He has studied economic questions, social 
problems and matters of political reform, 

He is a quiet, logical speaker, but not an 
orator. 


New Arrangements. 

Supt. Cleveland of the Brockton Water 
Works has gotten up anew arrangement 
and has it on trial and if it works wel! the 
Quincy Water Company would do well to 
try it. Itisan air compressor capable of 
pumping 52,000 gallons of the invisible 
vapor each hour, or 172,000 cubic feet a 
day. The bottom of the standpipe is sup- 
plied with a 2-inch feeding pipe, which 
forces the air into a network of 1-4 and 
3-8 inch brass pipes supplied with out- 
lets. The idea is to force the air into the 
bottom of the capacious tank. By the law 
of nature it rises, forcing the many impur- 
ities found in pond water to the surface, a 
greater share passing off with the air and 
the remainder forming a scum on the sur- 
face which is readily removed. 


Yacht Clab Books. 

Nearly all the yacht clubs have issued 
their club books for 1892. They are very 
neatly gotten up, generally with canvas 
covers, and contain not only the clubs’ 
| constitution and by-laws, but directions 
| for uniforms and dress, club flags and 
courtesies, regatta regulations, regatta fix- 
tures, club courses, tables of allowances, 
and much other information. The book of 
the Winthrop Yacht club shows a member- 
ship of 181 and 48 yachts enrolled. The 
Quincy Yacht clab has 262 members and 
75 yachts. The Hull Corinthian club has 
1623 members and 71 yachts. 

Suburban Street Railway. 

At the regular meeting of the Hyde Park 
selec'men Monday night it was voted that 
the petition of the Suburban Street Rail- 
way Company for the right to maintain 
tracks, erect poles and wires and maintain 
the same for the purpose of operating an 
electric street railway in that town be 
granted. This company has also been 
granted a franchise at Dedham, and as 
soon as the final details are settled, will at 
once build a line between Dedham and 
Mattapan and probably later a line on 
Hyde Park avenue.

Lost His Money. 


Captain Albert Litch of Quincy Point 
came from Boston last Tuesday noon, ac- 
companied by a suspicious looking char- 
acter, who went in the depot carriage with 
him to hishome. Another hard looking 
rough came on the same train and hung 
about the depot until the man who went 
with the captain returned; they then 
entered into conversation which led Officer 
Hayden to believe that something was 
wrong and he proceeded to the captain's 
home, who said he lost $100, although his 
bank book showed that only $20 had been 
drawn out. 

Officer Hayden came back to the depot 
and accompanied by Officer Ferguson 
placed the two men in the lockup. They 
were searched, but as they did not have 
much money and there was no evidence to 
hold them, they were allowed to depart. 

It is believed, however, that they got the 
greater part of what money the captain 
had about him. This is the second time 
within a few weeks that he has lost money 
the same way. 


Starting up at Neponset. 


Extreme low tariff advocates have laid 
great stress on the abandonment of iron 
and steel manufactories in Massachusetts, 
alleging that the McKinley bill is alone 
responsible for the loss to the common- 
wealth of these once thriving industries. 
There are, however, wealthy and ex- 
perienced men who have the courage to 
refute this with a practical demonstration 
that it is possible to successfully manu- 
facture steel at a large profit right here in 
the Old Bay State. A corporation named 
the Neponset Steel Casting Co. has been 
recently organized, and has purchased an 
extensive established plant at Neponset, 
which will soon be in practical operation. 
The fact that conservative men and careful 
financiers are investing in the bonds of 
the company indicates that the McKinley 
bill has no terror for them. Two of the 
officers of this company have an almost 
world-wide reputation as men of sterling 
integrity, thoroughly familiar, practically, 
with the processes involved in the manu- 
facture of iron and steel, and the financial 
ability of the gentlemen who comprise 
the management is specially acknowledged. 
—Daily Advertiser. 


A Year of Prosperity. 


The R. G. Dann commercial agency has 
a way of sizing up the situation in the 


country without fear or favor. It records 
things as it finds them and tells the world 
of the results of its investigation. It has 
completed its work for the fiscal year end- 
ing June 30, and this is what the Weekly 
Review of Trade says : 

A fiscal year never matched in the whole 
history of the country in volume of indus- 
trial production, in magnitude of domestic 
exchanges, or in foreign trade, has just 
closed. The imports for the year have 
been about $833,000,000, the increase in 
New York in June over last year being 
about 18 per cent. Exports from New 
York gained 15.4 per cent, and the aggre- 
gate for the year has been about $1;027,- 
000,000. Railroad earnings have been the 
largest in any year thus far, and clearings 
in June the largest ever known in that 
month, exceeding last year 8 per cent, and 
for the whole year the largest ever known 
outside of New York. Failures for the 
half year have been 5503 against 6073 in 
1891, and liabilities $62,000,000 against 
392,000,000, and on the whole about the 
smallest for five years. In spite of low 
prices additional works are going into oper- 
ation even in the iron manufacture, and yet 
more in woolen and cotton. Moreover, 


the crops of this year promise to be very 
satisfactory, and the new half year begins 
with excellent prospects. 


Powerful Labor Organizations 


A St. Louis paper states that the coming 
week will, in all probability, witness the 
formation of the most powerful labor or- 
ganization in America, with St. Louis as 
its birthplace. This organization is noth- 
ing more nor less than the federation of 
five orders of railway employes, and in- 
sures the active cooperation in the neigh- 
borhood of 125,000 railroad men operating 
the transportation department of every 
road inthe United States and Canada. 

The orders to be included in the feder- 
ation are the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
and Firemen, the Order of Railway Con- 
ductors, the Brotherhood of Railway Train- 
men, the Switchmen’s Mutual Aid Associ- 
ation and the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Engineers. The strength of the federation 
can be imagined when it is known that 
there are 30,000 members of the conductors’ 
order, 25,000 firemen, 25,000 engineers, 
20,000 trainmen, and 21,000 switchmen 
that will be included in the membership of 
the organization. 


Is This a Free Country? 


(FROM THE COMMERCIAL BULLETIN.] 


The recent troubles at Homestead have 
brought the rules and regulations of vari- 
ous ‘Trade Unions’? more prominently 
to public notice. From various actual 
transactions, within a few months past, 
there has been developed the following ac- 
tual facts respecting the position of em- 
ployer to employed, which will be generally 
recognized as strictly correct. The query 
may well be put: Whatare the rights of 
the employer beyond paying what “the 
Union’’ demands, and conducting his 
business as ‘‘ the Union directs ?”’ 
| Noman is permitted to teach his own 
son his own trade except by permission of 
the ** Union.” 

No man shall sell his own labor except 
at such value as “The Union” put 
upon it. 

He shall not work overtime to gain ex- 
tra pay to get ahead in paying doctor's 
bills, or for his home, or family expenses. 

He shall belong to ‘The Union” or he 
shall not be permitted to work at all. 

If he do not belong to “The Union” 
and dares to work even at ‘ Union” 
prices, he shall be prevented from so doing, 
even if his life has to be taken. 

No employer shall buy material not ap- 
proved by ‘‘the Union,’’ or that may have 
been boycotted by “the Union,’’ even al- 
though superior to other material, or even 
although it be the only material he can 
use, on pain of all his workmen leaving. 

Workmen reserve the right of quitting 
work at any time from sympathy with 
others of a similar class, notwithstand- 
ing they have signed regular agreements 
aud the employer is paying ‘ Union” 
prices and conforming to “‘ Union ”’ regula- 
tions. 

“The Union” reserves to itself the 
right to obstruct the progress of work of 
any description or importance at any time 
and to any extent, should the employer 
dare discharge an inefficient or worthless 
workman without its consent. 

The Union declares that all journeymen 
workmen are equally skilful, that a cer- 
tain number of bricks laid shall be a day's 
work, or a certain amount of other labor, 
ditto. Any workman, even although he 
belong to the “‘ Union” and pays all dues, 
who shall by accident or design do beyond 
the specified amount of work, shall be im- 
mediately notified by a walking delegate to 
hold back, and if he does not obey fined. 


— The Socialist Labor party in this state 
has nominated a full state ticket, though in 
an exceedingly quiet and modest manner. 
John Orvis who was a co-worker with 
Wendell Phillips and William Lloyd Gar- 
rison in the anti-slavery movement, is the 
candidate for governor.

Men and 
women of Massachusetts who have gained 
wealth within or without her borders can 
find no more acceptable way of benefiting 
their native land than by dedicating one 
or more of her places of beauty to the 
enjoyment of all forever. 

The Trustees of Public Reservations 
have been chartered by the Common- 
wealth expressly to provide the admirers 
of any beautiful or historical spot in Massa- 
chusetts with a ready instrument for 
making that spot a reservation and for 
insuring its perpetual care. Whoever gives 
land or contributes money, whether for 
the purchase or the maintenance of any 
particular reservation, or for the general 
purposes of the ‘Trustees, receives the 
annual report and is enrolled in the 
Board’s book.

How long would it 
be hefore the managers of the Enterprise 
would find themselves in very serious legal 
difficulty ? 

** And yet these wretched, alien, back- 
stabbing, brainless cowards, the anarchists, 
could assemble in a room in a business 
block iu this city night after night, and 
plot and scheme and make their prepara- 
tions, and stir up discontent and class 
hatred with class, and until they began to 
manufacture bombs, or throw or expose 
dynamite, or openly break some funda- 
mental principle of law, it is improbable 
that public sentiment would permit them 
to be interfered with and their meetings 
broken up. So strong is the mistaken ad- 
vocacy of freespeech of all kinds in this 
country.

The Coal “Combine.” 


The action of the anthracite coal sales 
agents at their recent meeting, in deciding 
not to advance their prices this month, will 
meet with the approval of the people in 
general, and if they continue this course in 
the future, consumers will be even better 
pleased. Since the combination has been 
in force several advances have been made, 
and the subject will grow to be a serious 
one, if the advance in price is continued 
much further. The people can understand 
an increase in the cost of any kind of mer- 
chandise when it comes from an excessive 
searcity, a particularly active demand, or 
an increase in the producing cost of the 


article. This is easily comprehended and 
can be more or less patiently endured as 
the laws of trade are obeyed; but to ad- 
vance coal from month to menth, with 
almost no demand for the article, the mar- 
kets of the country being oversupplied, and 
the cost of production less than it was be- 
fore the combination went into effect, is an 
imposition on the consuming public, and 
there should be some power that can stop 
such a proceeding.—Boston Advertiser. 


The Buffalo Bug. 

Professor Riley, chief of the Division of 
Entomology of the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture, in answer to a note from the 
LepGer asking for a remedy that will 
exterminate the Buffalo bug which is cre- 
ating so much bayoe in our houses, sends 
the following valuable suggestions: 

‘* When a house has once become infested 
nothing but the most energetic measures 
will completely rid it of the pest, and in 
complete riddance is the only hope, as in a 
year a very few individuals will so increase 
as to do great damage. At house cleaning 
time, then, as many rooms should be bared 
at once as possible, and the housekeeper 
should go carefully over the rooms, remov- 
ing all dust, and with a hand atomizer 
charged with benzine should puff the 
liquid into all the floor cracks and under 
the baseboards until every crevice has been 
reached. The carpets themselves, after a 
thorough beating, should be lightly sprayed 
with the same substance, which will quickly 
evaporate, leaving no odor after a short 
time. The inflammability of benzine 
should be remembered, however, and no 
light should be brought near it. 

“This done, before relaying the carpets, 
it would be well to pour into the cracks a 
moderately thick mixture of plaster of 
Paris and water, which soon sets and fills 
them with a solid substance into which the 
insects will not enter. Then lay around 


the borders of the room a width of tarred | p),, 4) 


roofing paper and relay the carpets. 

‘This thorough treatment should answer 
in the very worst cases, and in a house so 
cleaned the insec!s will probably not regain 
a foothold during .he ensuing year. 
covered furniture which may have also be- 
come infested, should be steamed and also 
treated with benzine, and chests or drawers 
in which infested clothing has been stored 
should be thoroughly sprayed.”

Large Wages. 


A dispatch to she Boston Journal, from 
Chicago, says: 1. C. Ayer, who owns 
rolling mills in Youngstown, and confesses 
to having more money invested in iron and 
steel works than he wishes he had, said to 
some friends on Wednesday last: 


“We learn from the newspapers that 
some of the striking mill men earn as 
much as $15 a day. ‘hese are the rollers. 
The statement falls short of the truth, for 
many menin my employ st similar work 
have earned $20 and $40 a day, and they 
can do it inevening dress without sviling 
white gloves. They are skilled men in 
their line. Upon their skill depends the 
mercantile value of our product, and it is 
costlier to put inexperienced men in their 
place than it is to pay them $40 a day. 
Still they rarely save anything out of their 
pay, and are among the most autocratic 
and difficult to manage of any we have to 
deal with. I have seen them stop work 
and leave the furnaces full of melted iron, 
causing great loss to the mill, simply be- 
cause of a change in the lengths of rolled 
iron, which really enabled them to earn 
more than before. I knew a will owner 
who decided that his son’s future would be 
more secure as a roller than as a proprie- 
tor, so he put him in the mill and subjected 
him to the same regulations which goy- 
erned the other operatives. One day he was 
waited on by a committee of the men, who 
demanded that his son be taken out of the 
mill. They would not allow him to learn 
their trade. The alternative was a strike 
at a time when it would have been fatal to 
the business. So the proprietor’s son was 
unable to learn a trade even in his father’s 
shop, and had to join the clerks in the of- 
fice.”*

The Fali River Murder. 


Miss Lizzie A. Borden was arrested on 
Thursday evening in Fall River, Mass., for 
the murder of her father, Andrew J. Bor- 
den, and her step-mother, Abbie D. Borden. 
Her parents were found in their home, one 
down stairs, the other up stairs, on Thurs- 
day morning, Aug. 4, with their heads 
hacked to pieces, apparently with an axe. 
There were no other persons on the premi- 
ses, as far as the officers have been able to 
learn, except Bridget Sullivan, the domes- 
tic, and Miss Lizzie A. Borden. 

Mrs. Borden was known to be alive at 
9 o'clock, and her husband was seen on the 
street an hour later. It issupposed that 
the step-mother was murdered first, and 
the father some time later. 

The cause of this horrid crime appears as 
yet to be a mystery. Nothing was taken 
from the premises as far has been 
learned, and there does not appear any good 
reason for this wonderful tragedy 
day. 

Mr. Borden was very wealthy; estimated 
to be worth $400,000; yet hardly allowed 
his two daughters, Emma and Lizzie, the 
comforts of life.

Frightful Fatt.

Widening the Streets. 


The Mayor of Boston recommends the 
arcading of some of the narrow streets 
in the city. In alluding to the subject the 
Boston Home Journal thinks it is the best 
plan suggested: 

Of the plans for widening the streets of 
Boston we have had not a few, and the 
latest one, that of arcading the buildings 
on Tremont street from School street to 
Scollay square is, perbaps, the best one 
which has been hit upon to relieve that 
particular ‘section. ‘There have already 
been strenuous objections raised to it by 
some of the abutters on the ground that it 
will take from them necessary room, but 
such objections are purely selfish and in 
the line of their owa interests rather than 
that of the public. The question here is a 
simple one, Either the street is to be 
widened or it is not. If it is, the only 
thing to do is to encroach upon the estates 
upon cither side. tow much better, then 
is it to encroach only upon the first story 
by the arcading plan than to go to the 
enormous expense of taking ten feet off the 
entire front of all the buildings on the 
street? An arcaded street, moreover, 
would be in the line of artistic develop- 
ment. The sidewalks would always be 
sheltered from the sun or the rain, and a 
great gain would be made for all concerned. 


A Collision.

The result of 
these two alarms was that, with the excep- 
tion of Hose 4, every piece of fire appara- | 
tus in the city was called to the fire, and 
this was not all, for someone rung in an 
alarm from Box 67 on the Milton circuit, 
which brought a steamer, chemical, 
and hook and ladder from that town. 

The Milton department arrived early and 
run a line of hose from Adams street across 
the field, a distance of nearly fifteen hun- 
dred feet, and threw a powerful stream 
upon the building which was Leyond say- 
ing when the department arrived. The 
Milton department also did good service in 
protecting the surrounding buildings which | 
caught from flying embers.

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A MISERABLE FELLOW. 


If Capt. Hunt's Statements are True Pri- 
vate Thms Deserved All He Received. 


The Nashua Telegraph prints a letter 
from Capt. Alfred EK. Hunt, commanding 
Battery E at Homestead, Pa., in reply to 
a recent editorial in that paper, - charging 
that the punishment of Private Iams was 
unjustifibly brutal. Capt. Hunt says: 

“Private Iams was not tortured in his 
punishment by Col. Streator, as the sus- 
pension by ube thumbs did not throw the 
whole weight of his body on those members. 
After five minutes’ suspension he asked for 
a chew of tobacco in the same arrogant, 
insolent manner which was characteristic 
of his entire conduct in camp, and also all 
through his service in the Guard. He 
purposely swallowed some of the tobacco 
to make himself sick, according to his own 
self-confessed statement afterward. He 
was let down from the ridge-pole of the 
tent after tweuty minutes’ suspension, 
suffering from nausea occasioned by his 
having swallowed the tobacco. During the 
entire evening and night after his punish- 
ment the man treated the matter jocosely 
and made no complaints of having suffered. 
The following morning the one-balf of his 
head was clean shaven, the only real cor- 
poral punishment the man endured, and 
of which he complained while in camp. 
By orders of the general in command of 
the division, he was discharged from the 
Guard ‘for the good of the service.’ His 
uniform, belonging to the State, was 
stripped off him, and cheap, coarse, but 
clean, new clothing.placed on him. He 
was then drummed out of camp to the tune 
of the Rogue’s march in the presence of the 
entire brigade drawn up in line. 

“As to the further statement that the 
offence was nothing more than ‘a thought- 
less exclamation,’ let me say that Private 
Iams, whose previous record has been ex- 
tremely bad, had been a soldier long 
enough to become conversant with the 
duties and discipline of the Guard. He 
knew full well the dangerous position oc- 
cupied by the Guard, and the liability of 
the camp to be shot into at any time by 
the lawless strikers, yet the day before he 
had carried a rail for being detected asleep 
on bis post as a sentinel, quoting the words 
of General Snowden, ‘in the face of re- 
bellion, treason, murder and anarchy.’ 
Among a mass of iron workers, numbering 
many thousands, who were then striking, 
and amid the open rejoicing of these men 
of the then supposed assassination of Mr. 
C. H. Frick, this man proposed three 
cheers for the assassin, right in the pres- 
ence of his colonel, and when expostulated 
with and reprimanded and earnestly re- 
quested to withdraw his exclamation he 
doggedly and persistently refused to do it.”’

When the soldier Iams applauded the deed 
of Bergman he was hooted from the ranks, 
bis uniform and musket taken from him 
and his person treated to a course of 
thumb screws. Was his applause of Berg- 
man’s work any worse than Peukert’s de- 
liberate commendation of the same? If 
one was led out of the army in disgrace by 
the thumbs, why should not the other be 
sent back to Germany at the end of a boot 
toe?

Quincy, Mass., is a historic place. A} 


short time ago it was a town, a beautiful 
and a thrivingone. Today it is a city, and 
ranks high as compared with others of its 
size. There is not, in the entire country, a 
place that can furnish a better cause for a 
person, or persons, to pride themselves 
upon as their birthplace than can the town 
of Quincy as it was, or the city as itis. I 
say this, not entirely as one interested in 
the place because of its being the birth- 
place of his parents, but for other and less 
selfish reasons as well. 

The writer is intensely American, both 
by birth and in spirit, and also claims to 
be both patriotic and reverential. 

Quincy furnished two great and noble 
presidents. Both were men of exceptional 
ability and talent, and were remarkably 
learned and cultured as well, whose private 
character was beyond reproach. 

Grand, eloquent, brilliant, and patriotic 
to an intense degree was Join Adams, the 
first one of this noble family who graced 
the chair as chief magistrate of a great and

Arbitration, 


Labor strikes although theoretically jus- 
tifiable, are not as a rule advisable, because 
as a rule they fail to accomplish the objects 
aimed at. And this failure is largely the 
result of the extreme measures to which the 
strikers resort. Labor combinations are 
legitimate up to a certain point, beyond 
which they are anarchical and revolution- 
ary. When they reach this point they 
lose the sympathy and support of the great 
body of the community, without which 
they cannot hope for success. In the 
strike at Homestead, which started with as 
little substantial cause as almost any strike 
on record, the strikers soon became rioters 
and murderers, and finally exhibited as ex- 
treme an instance of brutal treatment of 
disarmed prisoners as has ever been chron- 
icled, ances the backbone of 
the strike is broken and the strikers have 
failed. Whether they would have succeed- 
ed if they had pursued a more moderate 
course cannot now be told. They certainly 
could not have more ignominiously failed, 
and they would have retained a measure of 
sympathy which they have now lost. The 
only method of adjustment of the con- 
stantly recurring differences between capi- 
tal and labor that can in the nature of the 
case be permanently satisfactory, is some 
system of arbitration—which it must be ad- 
mitted is not yet worked out—which labor 
reformers and industrial political econo- 
mists must bend all their energies to estab- 
lish.— West Roxbury News.

The State passed a law several years 
ago against hydraulic mining, owing to 
the large amount of debris that was washed 
down the rivers; filling not only the rivers 
but sometimes farming lands near the 
rivers several feet in depth. The com- 
panies that had invested large amounts in 
hydraulic mining were much put out, as 
the loss was very heavy. A movement has 
been started by which it is hoped Congress 
will remove the difficulty and allow the 
rich hydraulic mines in the State, which 
have millions of dollars in them, to be 
worked, 

After enjoying several hours at Dutch 
Flat and learning all about placer and 
hydraulic mining we returned to Colfax 
in our cars and went on the narrow-gauge 
railroad to Grass Valley and Nevada City. 
This road, which was very difficult to build, 
was surveyed, we learn, by our townsman, 
Simon G. Elliott, civil engineer, who re- 
sides on Granite street. It curls around 
through the mountains like a serpent, with 
steep grades and awe-inspiring scenery. 

At these towns, or cities, as the inhabi- 
tants are apt to call them if they have 
2,000 or 3,000 population, we witnessed 
quartz mining. Eleven million dollars have 
been taken out of the Idaho mine, which 
some of our party visited. The earth has 
been penetrated to the depth of twenty-one 
hundred The granite quartz 
mined, brought to the surface on Inclined 
tracks, crushed by hydraulic pressure, 
pounded in great mortars through which 
streams of water are constantly running 
and comes out the consistency of the finest 
pulp in a paper mill, when it runs onto 
great aprons or sifters, where the gold is 
separated by acticu of water and quicksil- 
ver. The apparatus used reminds one of 
the interior of a paper mill. 

The citizens at these mining villages re 
newed the ever-lavish hospitalities which 
we met throughout the state. Never, we 
think, will the editors forget the 
kindnesses shown them. 

These were the last places visited by the 
excurtionists as a body. From here some 
left direct forthe East; others accepted 
invitations and went North Oregon 
and Washington. As we were one of 
the latter, we will give in a future number

Rule or Ruin. 


From the general outlook this week it looks 
as though our grand and glorious country 
was fast going to the dogs. In three States 
at the present time the militia is called out 
to stay the riotous proceeding of mobs, 
who seem bound to have what they want, 
or blood, fire and ruin shall be the conse- 
quence. 

In Tennessee a mob of miners have taken 
possession of a State stockade, shipped the 
convicts away, and burned the stockade to 
the ground. The Governor of the State 
had issued a call for troops to put down 
the strikers, but at last account they had 
full possession of the territory. Railroads 
were held in control by the mobs, and tele- 
graph lines had been pulled down to pre- 
vent the outside world from learning the 
disgraceful condition of affairs. 

At Buffalo, N. Y., railroad business is at 
a stand still, and nothing but the presence 
of great mass of troops, and others in call, 
has had the effect of subduing the striking 
switchmen. Cars and much other property 
have been burned by the mob; and heavy 
losses have occurred owing to the large 
amount of perishable freight that had been 
installed.

Quincy Tax Rate. 


An analysis of the tax rate ef the city, 
which is $16 per $1,000,may open the eyes of 
the taxpayers and the CityCouncil,and show 
where a change is necessary. If the pre3- 
ent policy is continued the tax rate will be 
higher and higher, and should there come 
a year when the increase in the valuation 
is small, the rate may be excessive. This 
may be the case next year if the granite 
trouble continues. Then should the city 
pay in 1893 one-thirtieth of the cost of the 
water works the levy will be much larger. 
The debt falling due in 1893 is already in 
excess of the large amount of this year. 
The amount and per cent. of the items of 
the levy this year are:

Having the percentage it is easy to find 
how the rate of $16 per $1000 is appor- 
tioned, which is as follows:

Without the debt and interest the tax rate 
would be but $11.46, which may be con- 
sidered the rate for current expenses, al- 
though some twenty cents additional might 
be required for interest on temporary loans. 
The debt and interest take $4.54 of the $16, 
rather a large propoition. If the city al- 
lowed all its loans to run ten years they 
would not be so burdensome upon the tax- 
payers, as the Parnior has already showed. 
The limit of indebtedness of the city is 
$333,267, but instead of paying $33,326.70 
(one tenth) it will pay this year $56,619.53. 
This increase of $33,327 makes the levy 
$23,202.53 larger and it requires an increase 
of $1.46 on the tax rate to meet it, A tax 
rate of $14.54 or $14.60 would be about 
right.

Mr, Galbraith Replies. 


Editors of the Patriot: 

I regret very much that a portion of the 
Beard of Directors of the Young Men’s 
Christisn Association of this city have 
thought it necessary to enter the portals of 
that gigautic constructive or destructive 
power, the public press, for the ostensible | 
purpose of defending the interests of the} 
Board ‘itself, instead of the Association 
over which they have been elected to rule. | 
In justice to myself I am compelled to 
make several corrections in that correct 
statement of theirs, and in doing so will 
omit details as far as possible and stick to 
the text as laid down in the article. 

The first proposition is, that “I did not 
give satisfartion as a general secretary 
work was commendable.”” Who was dis- 
satisfied from the first ? Was the member- 
ship? The warm expressions of friend- 
ship and acts of kindness given froin the 
first and its almost unanimous declaration 
of confidence expressed very recently is a 
sufficient answer from that standpoint. 
Was the board, as such, dissatisfied from 
the first? I have abundant reason for 
believing that i. was not, for when Mr. 
Brown introduced the intended resigna- | 
tion of the secretary to the board in May 
or June last, both surprise and regret was 
expressed. Who, then, was dissatisfied 
from the first? You can guess. 

The second proposition is, ** that I sig- 
nified my inteution of sending in my resig-| 
nation to take effect August or September | 
lst, evidently feeling the lack of harmony 
which ¢x!sted between me and the board.” 
Now why did I siguify my intention to re-| 
sign ? Simply because Mr. Brown informed 
ine that the board might not be able to pay 
my salary promptly, which would be incon- 
venient for a married man, and as a friend 
he would advise me to take a good position 
if it offered. I bad been waiting for this, 
because it had come to my kuow'elgea 
month or so before that somebody was pull- 
ing the wires. I replied that I had been 
considering the matter and had made up 


What change was a question that found no 
resting place in the mind of the would-be 
autocrat, and with that audacity which is 
characteristic of the man, asked, when do 
you think of making the change. As my 
gymnasium work was commendable, he 
doubtless thought it better for me to take 
the tumble. 

The “trouble” referred te dates back to 
the time when I discovered the removal 
machine at work. That garbled statement 
regarding the Association ‘‘ going to the 
dogs” is something like justifying theft by 
quoting from the Bible thus, ** Let him 
that stole steal’’"—complete the sentence by 
adding the two words, ‘‘no more” and the 
sense is entirely changed. 

It was the expressed opinion of members 
who visit the rooms frequently, and who 
have the welfare of the association at 
heart, that with Mr. Brown at the head 
of it, its existence was only a question of 
time, going tothe bottom, going to the 
dogs, call it what you like and I agree with 
them. 

In regard to the interview, the question 
and the discharge, Mr. Brown on Saturday, 
August 6, called at the rooms and asked 
me in a very pompous manner, if I had 
said to members that the ‘association was 
going to the dogs?’ I replied that J would 
answer that question at the right time and 
place, viz., before the board of directors. 
He repeated the question coupling with 
it the threat that if I did answer 
that question that I might consider my-

A lesson may be learned at this point 
from the method pursued here by the com- 
missioners of the state board of arbitration. 
Their object is to induce both parties to 
see the situation from the side opposite to 
itsown. When men take a hroader view, 
they begin to reach common ground, and 
if the walking delegate does not interfere 

It Is Never Difficult 

To bring the parties to an agreement. The 
commissioners touch the element which in 
the present ordering of labor matters is 
left out of account. They enlarge the 
common ground hetween hath parties, 
The dispute in its vriginal form is generally 
not difficult to settle. Jt is for the 
interests of both parties to work together, 
and when any misunderstanding arises, 
the sooner it is settled the better it is for 
all concerned. What we have to suggest 
is that wage earners shall be willing to 
take more candid views of the situation, 
shall be willing to consider the other 
side, and to exLavs every means for a 
settlement, bef re war is declared, If 
this conrse is taken, and the large-minded 
menin the labor unions are allowed to 
have the lead, the present hostility of the 
unions toward employers will be greatly 
modified, and the latter will not be vexed 
by interference with their methods of 
managing their own business. This will 
be taking higher ground, and when the 
weaker party takes this ground, it always 
has the advantage. 


There is another element which enters | 


into the labor disputes, and which has been 
notably illustrated in the recent strikes. 


Public Opinion 


Is an important factor in these disputes. | 


Unless a strike has the general public, 


which Is naturally in sympathy with the| 


wage earners, behind it, it will come to 
nothing. This was illustrated some time 
ago in the New York Central strike. The 


action of the labor unions interfered with | 


the public service, and the general disap- 
failure. Public opinion is fairly well 
educated as to the merits of the controversy 
between labor and capital, and will not 
tolerate a policy which aims simply at the 
disturbance of industry, unless there is a 
great cause to be served, 

Oo the other hand, if the wage earners 
adopt a more kindly method of lasisting | 
upon their rights, and are more careful to| 
command public sympathy by the justice | 
of their cause, they are likely to gain 
friends in unexpected quarters. The grow- 
ing feeling on the part of the public is that 
the present disturbances are causeless, and 
that if the belligerent attitude of labor 
toward capital were exchanged for a kind- | 
lier spirit, the real ends in view would be 
more readily obtained, and the social and | 
industrial position of the wage earners | 
would be greatly and permanently improved. 
All that is needed is not to forget that from 
an industrial point of view we are all part- 
ners one of another, and that much can be 
won by a kindly spirit where a combatant 
course will result in alienation and work | 
permanent mischief.” |

A * model of the figure of Lot's wife in 
salt’ will appear in the Kansas World's 
| Fairexhibitto represept or illustrate the 
salt industry of tbe state. 

The Fine Arts building atthe World's 
Fair will have a mosaic floor, the contract 
for which has been let at $16,989. 

An Indiana stone quarry company is hay- 
ing a life-size figure of an elephant chiseled 
out of a solid block of stone. It will be 11 
feet high and weigh 30 tons. It will be 
exhibited at the World’s Fair. 

Harvard University wants 7,000 square 
feet for its intended exhibit at the World's 
Fair. 

The original of the famous Ramage 
portrait of Washington, painted from life 
in 1789, 1s offered for exhibition in the 
Woman's building at the World's Fair. 
The miniature is set as a locket, with hair 
and monogram at the back. Miss John- 
son in her * Original Portraits of Wash- 
ington’’ pronounces it the finest of all, 
and predicts that it will be one day the 
standard as the Stuart portrait now is. 

The California Capitol will be repre- 
sented in miniature at the World’s Fair by 
an exhibition of pickles. 

A separate building at the World’s Fair | 
for the shoe and leather industry exhibit 
is now an assured fact, as the required 
$100,000 has all been raised. Leather 
dealers and manufacturers in all parts of | 
the country have contributed to the fund, 
The building will be one of the handsomest 
on the grounds, having been designed by 
Sandier, an eminent French architect, now 
connected with the Fair. It will measure 
150 by 575 feet, and will contain every- 
thing inthe way of leather and the pro- 
ducts of leather, exhibited at the Fair. 
The most improved machinery used in 
leather manufacture will be shown, as also 
the manufacturing processes. The visitor 
may watch this from the raw hide to 
finished shoe or dainty slipper. It is 
likely, too, that rubber goods and their 
manufacture will be shown in this building. 
Altogether the exhibit will be far larger 
and complete than anything of 
the sort ever before attempted.

Gloucester ee Quincy. 


A comparison of the assess os ftigu es ot 
Gloucester and Quincy will be of interest, 
as the two cities stand nearly equal. 

Gloucester was incorporated asa city in 
1878, Quincy in 1888, and the former 
nearly 5000 larger in 1890. 

Last year the total valuation of Glouces- 
was larger, but the figures for 1892 
given below show Quincy to be in the lead. 
The former has less real estate but more 
personal property than Quincy.

Quincy Man the Orator. 


Anniversary services were held in most 
of the churches at Gloucester Sunday. At 
the First Parish Unitarian, services were 
held commemorative of the 250 years’ 
existence of that church. Rev. D. M. 
Wilson of Quincy delivered an historical 
address. ‘This isthe oldest church edifice 
on Cape Ann, and it was a target for the 
British frigate Falcon in the war of 1812.

—California fruit fills all our markets 
and is hawked on every street corner, says 
the Boston Journal. It is cheap and good, 
too, for the most part, and finds a ready 
sale, though the home-grown fruit is still 
declared to have a more delicious flavor. 
That the new article is beginning to have 
asharp effect upon trade is shown by the 
failure of one of the large fruit importing 
firms of New York city, which attributes 
its troubles to California competition. It 
dealt in dried fruit—currants and raisins— 
and the California fruits were in so much 
better demand that it found it could hardly 
sell the Mediterranean products at any 
price. Now the enterprising people of the 
Occident are invading Europe, and a year 
or two hence American tourists may be 
able to buy genuine Californian grapes and 
pears on the Rhine and in the shadow of 
the Coliseum. 

—The Senate investigation of the 
Maverick Bank officials has at yet brought 
out nothing which the public has not long 
suspected. It has emphasized, however, 
the position of the president who practi- 
cally admits all that has been alleged and 
seems toglory in his smartness at being 
able to transact matters in a crooked way 
and keep out of the clutches of the law. 
His statement that every other bank in- 
dulges in the same practices may or may 
not be believed. We are at liberty to 
doubt the word of a confessed sharper; 
but if it is true then there certainly is 
need of a Senate investigating committee 
to look into these alleged questionable 
business methods.—Boston Home Journal. 


The Poll Tax. 


It is a mistake to suppose, as some have, 
that the payment of a poll tax is no longer 
required in this Commonwealth. 

It is required now as in former years, 
and the collector of taxes can arrest a per- 
son if his poll tax is not paid, as in former 
years. All the difference between this year 
and last is, that a voter can vote for State 
officers, such as governor, lieut.-governor, 
senators and representatives without pay- 
ing a poll tax; but he cannot vote in town 
and city elections. 

The poll tax is still to be paid under sec- 
tion 1, of chapter 11 of the Public Statutes, 
which reads, ‘‘every male inhabitant of the 
Commonwealth above the age of twenty 
years, whether a citizen of the United 


States oran alien,’’ must pay a poll tax, 
unless by law exempted from taxation. 


Isle of Shoals Sold. 


Many Quincy people have taken the 
trip to the Isle of Shoals and been delighted. 
They will be interested to learn that the 
Isles are to have still further attractions. 
They have been bought for $550,000 by a 
syndicate composed of seven men, The 
intention of the new owners is to make 
improvements costing, so far as present 
plans go, at least $400,000. 

For instance, about 100 rooms will be 
added to the Oceanic Hotel, and 50 new 
cottages will be erected on Star Island. 
The Appledore House will be practically 
reconstructed. In the rear a bathing pool, 
300 by 160, made perfectly safe to bathers 
against undertows, will be prepared. A 
splendid bath structure will be a leading 
feature at this point. A new landing place 
for steamers will be opened on Star Island. 
Electricity for lighting the hotels and 
grounds and for propelling cars over a 
circular railroad around Appledore Island 
will be introduced. The work of ‘ reform"’ 
will be promptly begun 
pushed.

Gunning Fifty Years Ago. 


A gentleman who lived in this place 
about fifty years ago has written some 
ploeaing articles for the Boston Evening 

ranscript, which we think are of interest 
to some of our ok! gunners, and therefore 
will copy several of them: 

I am going to tell a little story of Nan_ 
tasket Beach and the vicinity of Quincy 
bay, as it was nearly fifty years ago, when 
the writer was a young “‘shaver.’’ We all, 


| both old and young, know what that fa- 


mous resort is today, but as it was a half- 
century ago, a scant few now living know; 
nor did many even then know, or care, 
anything about what at this time is the 
favorite daily summer resort of thousands. 

The writer, for one, did, when a lad, 
care more for, and was more interested in 
that famous locality then, than he is now, 
or, in fact, ever can be; and for obvious 
reasons, as will be seen farther on. 

First, « passion for gunning, which 
seized me with a firm grip when about 
thirteen years of age, had much to do with 
it; for, at that early age I owned a gun— 
none of your toy, spring ‘‘rackets,’’ but a 
real, grown-up, fire-off gun. I idolized 
that gun. It was a nice gun for those 
days; it was a single gun, one barrel; and, 
of course, had a percussion lock, and, still, 
of course, was a muzzle-loader. It would 
always go, scarce ever ‘‘snapped.”’ I used 
the “Ely’’ cap—not those cheap French 
“*tly-to-pieces,"’ which often caused more 
blood to fly at the face end than at the 
game end of the fatal iron. It didn’t kick, 
and it was a daisy of a gun. My equip- 
ments for the hunt were, aside from the 
gun: A powder horn (the horn begged 
from a butcher, faithfully scraped with 
glass, and fashioned by myself); an old- 
fashioned spring-lid iron snuff-box, which 
I have to this day, for my caps, and a 
shot-bag for my shot.

Why; for 
a few years, or, so to say, before the new 
wore off the gun, I never so much as 
thought of a girl I wouldn't have 
swapped my idol for the prettiest girl in 
the county. But to business, or I never 
shall reach the beach. 

When about twelve years of age 1 rode 
from home—left my dear pa and ma at 
home on “ Nigger Hill,” in Boston; went 
down to No. 9 (Wilde's) Elm street, 
boarded one of Linfield’s Weymouth, 
Quincy and Boston omnibuses (there was 
then no steam road to Quincy), and in it 
rode to Quincy, there for a while to learn a 
trade and live with my dear old grandpa 
and grandma, on Penn’s hill, as it was 
called, Payne or Paine I think being 
proper. The old Presidents’ houses still 
stand at the foot of the hill, in one of 
which my sister, now living, was born.

Care of the Refrigerator. 


The care of the refrigerator is one of the 
most important duties of the housewife at 
all seasons of the year. In hot weather, 
however, a week's neglect is often produc- 
tive of very serious results. Nothing 
should prevent the regular supervision of 
the housekeeper at least once a week. If 
the refrigerator be a movable one, it should 
have free access of sun and air. When the 
day for the weekly scrubbing arrives take 
everything out and remove shelves, slats 
and ice rack. Scrub each one heroically 
with hot soapsuds in which a plentiful sup- 
ply of washing soda has been dissolved. Af- 
terwards scald with a kettleful of clean boil- 
ing water, wipe thoroughly and place in 
the suntodry. While they are drying re- 
turn to the refrigerator and scrub out the 
ice chamber. Do not forget to run a flexi- 
ble wire down the pipe to see that it is not 
stopped up with decaying matter. Next 
pour a kettle of strong, boiling soda water 
in the ice chamber and down the pipe. 
Wipe all dry. Continue this process till 
all the walls are thoroughly cleansed. Leave 
the refrigerator open for awhile for a good 
airing, then return the ice and food, and go 
about the rest of your work with a clear 
conscience.—New York News.

The place where I was to labor was near 
the Braintree line, in one of those—to many 
native New Englanders—ever fascinating, 
ever delightful old-fashioned shoe-maker’s 
shops that were so frequently seen in the 
country. Speaking of the little, old shop, 
it is an accepted fact, that a high average 
of the old-time shoemakers were, as a class, 
industrious, fairly educated, and very intel- 
ligent; and it was in the little old-fashoned 
shoe shop, both here and in the Old World, 
that in their younger days there hammered, 
sewed, stitched and studied, men whose 
memory time can never efface. There, on 
the low primitive bench, commenced the

even saints. I was not acquainted with 
the above facts when a lad, and it was with

Editorial Correspondence No. 12. 


Across the Continent—Pacific Cities and 


Towns, Fine Fruit, Flowers, etc. 


The editors and ladies left Portland in 
their Pullman cars sometime during Tues- 
day night and the next morning were landed 
in Tacoma, Washington. As soon as we 
arrived at the depot we were welcomed by 
a reception committee who invited the 
party toa large and beautiful hotel near 
by, where had been prepared a bountiful 
breakfast. 

After enjoying a most delightful meal, 
which was served with good taste, we were 
invited to ride about the city, view the fine 
streets, handsome houses, costly business 
blocks, etc. One of the places which at- 
tracted most of the party was an immense 
saw-will, said to be the largest in the coun- 
try. There we witnessed the sawing of 
logs from sixty to one hundred feet in 
length; there was one in the water which 
they said measured 120 feet. Such im- 
mense logs we never had seen before, and 
inafew moments they would be hauled 
from the water and cut into boards, planks, 
or timber as were required. The lumber 
yard was on the bank of the Columbja 
river and large vessels from China, Aus- 
tralia and other foreign ports were being 
loaded directly from the mill. China has 
a curious tariff law. The tax is a certain 
sum for each piece of timber or lumber, so 
when shipments are made to the Celestial 
empire the slabs are ripped from these 
great timbers eighty or a hundred feet long; 
then they are run into the holds of vessels 
and sawed into board after passing the 
Chinese custom-house officers. 

Tacoma has a population of 50,000 and 
an assessed valuation of $45,000,000; hand- 
some churches, schools and other public 
buildings; electric street cars and cable 
lines. ‘The fishing industry is very ex- 
There are fourteen wheat eleva- 
tors and warehouses, with a capacity of 
two and a half million bushels, and two 
flour mills capable of turning out 1000 bar 
rels per day. 

Tacoma is the centre of a large agricul- 
tural and fruit district—a distributing cen- 
tre of western Washington—and has an 
abundant water power, plenty of coal to 
warm the world, iron ore, lime, etc. It is 
a city full of life and energy and men with 
capital will find a grand chance to invest 
with good results.

people, and find good openings to wealth 
and prosperity. 

Our party left Tacoma about noon for a 
beautiful sail on Puget Sound. It wasa 
trip full of pleasure and delight. While en- 
joying the rich scenery a fine collation was 
arranged on the lower deck, which was 
very toothsome. 

About 5 o'clock our party was landed at 
Seattle, another large and thrifty city, only 
a few miles across the sound from Tacoma, 
As the city came in sight, resting as it does 
on a bill, running down the sloping side to 
the water's edge, with elegant residences 
and solid business houses, it was greeted 
with enthusiastic cheers, 

On landing we were taken in the street 
ears to Lake Washington, a large and 
beautiful lake only a few miles out of the 
city. Here we enjoyed a short sail on a 
steamer and took another street line for 
the city. On our return we were ushered 
into an elegant hotel, where an excellent 
dinner awaited us. 

This city is most beautifully situated and 
the courtesies shown our party were with- 
out stint, and the welcome as genial as it 
was generous. Seattle is destined to bea 
very large and wealthy city. It is growing 
rapidly and its resources are immense. 

We were greatly surprised to find so large 
and prosperous cities in Washingtoa as 
Seattle and Tacoma. From the rapid 
growth in the past, it cannot be many years 
before they take rank with many of the 
larger cities in the East. 

From this distant city we turned our 
steps homeward with Brother McPherson 
of South Framingham, a few others from 
Massachusetts, and two hundred or more 
from other states. But still quite a large 
party—eighty or more—accepted an invita- 
tion to visit Victoria, so that they could 
step on the Queen's soil. Victoria is only 
about five hours’ sail across Puget Sound;

Cholera, 


There is nothing probably attracting 
more attention of our citizen at the present 
time than the terrible epidemic, which has 
quickly carried off thousands across the | 
water, and is soon destined to be in our 
midst. In fact it has really arrived at New 
York and may be very soon in Boston. 

The emigrant steamer Moravia, which 
came into New York harbor on Tuesday 
night, had had twenty-two deaths from 
cholera during the voyage; nearly all chil- 
dren. When the steamer left Hamburg, 
Aug. 18th, with 358 passengers, it was not 
known that the epidemic had reached that 
city, but so violent was the disease, that on 
the second day out there were seven deaths. 


The Cholera Scare. 

A great many people are giving them- 
selves unnecessary trouble about cholera. 
The disease is only formidable where 
inadequate means exist for grappling with 
it, and in this country we are fully pre- 
pared for it. Deficient and impure water 
supply is the primary cause of its origin 
in Asia. Dirt, ignorance and warm weather 
the principal transmitters of the| 
disease. | 

In Madras and Calcutta, India, the writer 
has seen a large mortality from cholera 
among the poorer classes where unsanitary 
conditions prevailed, while immediately 
around them Europeans and natives who 
used ordinary precautions in food and 
drink were wholly free from the disease. 

Boiling kills all cholera germs, and hence | 
it is well, during a cholera epidemic, to use 
boiled water and boiled milk. Canned 
goods are also a safe diet at such time, if 
used at once on opening, owing to the boil- 
ing that they receive in processing the 
cans when being packed, which effectually 
sterilizes the contents. 

While it may be well enough to quaran- 
tine the low class of emigrants that have 
been reaching us from the infected dis- 
tricts in Russia and Germany, or shut them 
out altogether for a time, there is no sense 
in people being panic-stricken here, any 
more they have been in France and Spain, 
where the cholera has prevailed more or 
less for several years. 

The visitation is likely to be less serious 
here from the fact that we are just enter- 
ing the cooler months of the year, when 
cholera germs naturally are comparatively 
harmless, 

Consumption, diphtheria, and typhoid 

fever are all likely to slay their thousands 
while cholera is slaying hundreds, but be- 
cause we are familiar with these diseases 
we are not afraid of them. 
. Hundreds of children die in this city 
every week from cholera infantum super- 
induced by bad milk, but little thought is 
given toit. 

No person need fear the cholera if he ex- 
ercises ordinary care in diet, cleanliness, 
and sanitary surroundings.—American 
Druggist.

Important Transfer. 


It is reported that the Quincy and Boston 
street railway has purchased of John R, 
Graham the boiler manufactory building 
and land at Quincy Point. If this is so it 
gives the company a grand opportunity for 
a car house and power station that will be 
the centre of street railroading in this 
vicinity within three years. 

Should the company decide not to use 
the building itself it will make an excellent 
building for manufacturing purposes as it 
is situated near the water. 

In the event of building an electric 
freight railway it would be a great advan- 
tage to people of South and West Quincy, 
as coal and granite can be readily trans- 
ported from the wharf too and from these 
points. 

There is no question but in the near 
future Quincy Point will become an active 
business centre, 


Street Railway Extensions. 


From the present indications it looks as 
though Quincy would be connected with 
Boston by a street railway before winter 
sets in. 

The Quincy and Boston street railway 
were given a hearing last week before 
Aldermen Flood, Sullivan and Rust on its 
petition to extend its tracks into Boston. 

The Quincy company was represented 
by President Graham, Superintendent 
Weeks and the board of directors, and the 
West End company was represented by 
President Whitney. 

Mr. Whitney d‘d not oppose granting the 
location to the Quincy company, provided 
the two lines were net connected. He also 
said that the West End this fall would ex- 
tend its tracks, which now end at the Ne- 
ponset depot, through Taylor street to Ne- 
ponset avenue to the main line, forming a 
loop, and that electricity would be used as 
motive power. 

If the location is granted the Quincy 
company they will extend its tracks as far 
as the tracks of the Mattapan branch of 
the Old Colony which will be within a few 
feet of the West End company’s tracks, 

In conversation with Superintendent 
Weeks, he said he thought there was no 
doubt but what the location asked for would 
be granted when work would be immedi- 
ately commenced. 

When asked about the North Weymouth 
extension Mr. Weeks said there was a lit- 
ule hitch in regard to the company laying 
tracks on the bridge. If the selectmen of 
Weymouth decide that the company’s re- 
fusal to build on the bridge does not inter- 
fere with their location in Weymouth,

CITY COUNCIL. 


The adjourned Council meeting Monday 
evening was quite well attended, the ab- 
sentees Messrs. Curtis, Duffield, 
Holden. 

The first business afier roll call was hear- 
ing reports, and under this head the Finance 
Committee, to whom was referred the order 
relative to changing the date of water 
bonds from December 1 to September. The 
committee reported order ought to pass. 

The question then was on ordering the 
order to its second reading. 

Councilman Newcomb- asked for infor- 
mation. If the other order that was 
passed and approved by the Mayor was all 
right then, what is it that caused the 
change of date. The Finance Committee 
should have known at that time if a change 
was necessary. 

Councilman Moxon, in reply, said the 
reason why the date was fixed December 1 
was for the purpose of having the interest 
and principal come due as near the end of 
the year as possible, but it was found wise 
to have the date changed to September 1. 

Councilman Federhen—When this order 
went through the sixteen members preseat 
were told it was not in shape. Regardless 
of the fact that the Mayor signed the order, 
we have been called together to alter it. 
This was prepared, carefully considered and 
put in with the date December 1. He had 
been told it was inserted in the first place 
as a big bluff. Now, when found it would 
not work, it was brought in to be changed. 
There are hundreds of contractors who 
would take the contract if the bonds were 
dated December 1. He believed it part of 
a political plot to gain votes. For a 
picayune advantage a little order is brought 
in fora litle lot in this ward and that 
ward simply to gather votes. Secret meet- 
ings have been held not by order of the 
Council or with its sanction. It has been 
carried on entirely outside of this body and 
he objected to this plan. 

Councilman Bryant said this matter was 
referred to a joint committee who held two 
meetings and presented a majority and 
minority report. It was no political job. 

The President here interrupted the 
speaker as the hour for the special meeting 
had arrived, and upon motion the meeting 
adjourned subject to the call of the presi- 
dent.

THE ADJOURNED MEETING, 


The adjourned meeting was again called 
to order. 

Councilman Moxon said that this was a 
plain matter, the order was passed in good 
faith, never knew of any secret meetings. 
There was nothing political ever men- 
tioned as far as he knew. It was in the 
best of good faith that the date was fixed. 

The reason was, it was thought better to 
have interest fall due Dec. 1, rather than 
Sept.1. It is now not convenient to bor- 
row the money with the date of bonds Dec. 
1. it makes no difference politically and 
does not interfere with the order. No 
doubt the money could be found if date 
was not changed. 

Councilman Newcomb did not know 
anything about the political part of it, but 
it seemed strange the bonds could not 
remain the same and have the contract 
made. He had heard the commissioners 
wanted this money to do this work by the 
day rather than by contract. Are we 
doing this work for the best interest of the 
city? If we are let it be done by contract. 
lf it is to spend money let it be done 
by the day. He believed work should be 
done in the best and cheapest way. 

Councilman Fallon said he was iguorant 
of the facts of the case. He had been told 
by the Mayor it was necessary this work 
should be done by citizens of Quincy. No 
man knows the words that passed between 
us and how did the rumor get out. If it is 
the wish of the Mayor that this work be 
done by citizens of Quincy why does he 
not come out and say so. He said he 
would not have Italians or pauper labor 
come into this work as long as he was 
Mayor. 

This is a scheming affair. If bonds are 
issued September 1, they can establish a 
political ring and sweep the day. 

Councilman Gray was opposed to bor- 
rowing this money as the matter comes be- 
fore us tonight. We have made a mistake, 
borrowing a small part of this loan is bad 
business. He hoped the date would not be 
changed. This work can and should be 
done by contract. 

Councilman Bryant sai that the whole 
opposition comes from parties who were 
opposed at first to buying the works and 
appropriating $25,000. We can make a 
contract for spot cash cheaper than we can 
to pay some months hence. If we change 
the date it will placo the money in the 
hands of the commissioners to use as they 
see fit, and if they do not do it satisfactory, 
when they come again we can vote against 
it. 

Coungilman Fallon—There has been 
money spent in this city that the city pever 
got anything for. This body hasa right to 
dictate how the money shall be spent, 


whether for day or contract labor. 

Councilman Powers hoped order would 
not pass. When he saw working men of 
Quincy bluffed by certain individuals around 
City Hall he had got backbone enough to 
stand up and vote against it. 

Councilman Moxon raised a point of or- 
der that members shon)d speak on the 
question. 

Councilman Powers continuing. This 
bas been a bluff from the word go. They 
thought the labor trouble would be settled 


by this time, but it has not, and now they | 


come with another bluff. The working 
men do not want to be blaffed. The stone 


cutters will not go to work on the water 
works, 

The order then took its second reading, 
and it was passed to be engrossed by a ris- 
ing vote of 11 to 8, Messrs. Little, Fallon, 
Gray, Newcomb, Federhen, Powers, Fed- 
erhen, Jr., and Pratt voting in the nega- 
tive. 


A motion of Councilman Federhen that |

Tbe idea was to get it com- 
pleted before winter, to see if it was not 
the kind for Quincy to adopt in the future, 
as it was much cheaper than brick or con- 
crete. 

Councilman Fallon—This is another one 
of these experimental financial affairs. If 
the Commissioner of Pablic Works wants 
to experiment let him put it in the Centre. 
It is not called for to expend $850 fora 
sidewalk around the Lincoln school. If 
the commissioner would recommend $850 
for West Quincy he would vote for it. The 
idea of paying $450 for acurbstone. He 
would furnish it for $250. 

Councilman Sherman hoped for once the 
Council would start out in the right way 
and give our citizens a sidewalk around 
our schools, and if it was necessary for 
Ward Five to go without a sidewalk to let 
this building have one, he would gladly 
give way. 

Councilman Powers said he had never 
received notice of the committee mecting 
and claimed he had a right to liave a say 
in the matter. Believed every district 
should be treated fairly.

Houghs Neck Aroused, 


In response to the notice in the LEDGER 
and circulars distributed about Houghs 
Neck and Rock Island Saturday, some two 
hundred summer residents and property 
owners at this resort gathered at Mears’ 
pavilion Sunday evening to consider the 
subject of beuler fire protection for this 
district. 

The meeting organized with John Whit- 
ney Hall as chairman and Geo. H. Wilson 
as secretary. 

The subject was quite thoroughly dis- 
cussed by the citizens, who argued that the 
residents of this section paid sufficient taxes 
to warrant a better protection than now af- 
forded. The city in one sense was to 
blame, and in another it was not, for it 
had never been asked to do anything. 
When the matter was brought up before,the 
City Council after the fire last year, one of 
the councilmen, although a property owner 
here, threw cold water on the subject. 

The chemical, now located here, was all 
right as far as it went, but when there was 
a fire water had to be carried in buckets 
for the machine. Another thing sadly 
needed was hooks large enough and strong 
enough to pull down a building when nec- 
essary, instead of being obliged to wait un- 
til the building had been nearly consumed. 

Chief Engineer Ripley who was present 
answered a number of questions. As to 
whether a fire alarm box could be put in, 
he said- that there was no doubt but 
what a box could be put in and that it 
would work allright. He did not seem very 
enthusiastic over the location of a box at 
Houghs Neck on the present circuit, but 
this section might be protected by a circuit 
of its own. 

Another subject that was talked over, 
was better police protection. The gentle- 
men who lived at Houghs Neck, who were 
special police, claimed they had no au- 
thorority outside of their own property. 
There were many times, when the rough ele- 
ment, which it was in:possible to keep out, 
were creating a disturbance that an officer 
might put a stop to. 

The meeting was a very harmonious one, 
but it was very evident that the citizens had 


become aroused and would not rest until 
their property was better protected from 


* fire than it is at present.

A Sudden Death. 


Rey. John Ramsay, pastor of the Pres- 
byterian church, South Quincy, died at his 
residence on Liberty street, Thursday even- 
ing, at about 10 o'clock, in his 26th year, 
after a brief illness of typhoid fever. 

Mr. Ramsay had been enjoying a brief 
vacation with relations at Cambridge. He 
complained of not feeling well, but thought 
it nothing serious. He took a great inter- 
est in the Woodward Institute, and came 
home last Tuesday to attend the meeting 
that was to be held that evening. 

When he arrived in Quincy he was too 
ill to attend, and immediately went to bed 
and called his physician. Everything pos- 
sible was done for the sick man, but of no 
avail, and he passed away on Thursday 
evening. : 

Mr. Ramsay assumed charge of the 
Quincy parish June 21, 1891, and succeeded 
Rey. Eben Muse, who resigned on account 
of ill health. Since his residence here he 
had become very popular among his peo- 
ple, and when the present lockout of the 
granite workers in thie city occurred last 
May, Mr. Ramsay announced himself as in 
sympathy with the workmen, and gave out 
from his pulpit that during the trouble his 
services would be free. This served to 
cement more firmly the bonds between 
himself and his parish, the majority of 
whom are stone workers. 

Mr. Ramsay was a native of Glasgow, 
Scotland. He was educated in one of the 
famous old schools of that city, Hutchen- 
son’s Grammar School. Afterwards grad- 
uated with high honors in Glasgow Uni- 
versity and took the degree of M. A. He 
next entered the Free Church Divinity hall, 
and on graduation took an excellent po- 
sition. 

In his educational course he was awarded 
over $1,200 competitive scholarships togeth- 
er with special scholarships in college of 
science and art, 

In evangelistic work he received excel- 
lent training under a specialist in that de- 
partment. He was a devoted worker in 
the welfare of youth, and occupied the po- 
sition of president of the Young Men’s and 
Young Women’s Christian Association. 

He gained much experience in the relig- 
ious welfare of children from his connec- 
tion with the “Glasgow Foundry Boys’ 
Religious Society,’’ an organization of 8S 
branches in that city and its suburbs. 

He received a good missionary training 
during his connection in this work with 
the Cranstonhill Free church, Glasgow. 
As a tribute to his devotion and success he 
was presented with a purse of sovereigns 
and a beautifully illuminated address. 

Funeral services were held at his late 
residence, 14 Liberty street, Friday, at 4 
o'clock, and will be conducted by Rev. 
Edward Norton. The interment was at 
Mt. Wollaston.

When the cholera visited this 
state in 1549 there were only 641 deaths 
from it in Boston, and only 1188 in the 
whole State. It lasted from June to the 
first of October, and the season is so far 
advanced here that it is not likely to be 
very serious. In 1854 there was another} 
visitation of cholera, and 765 deaths, of 
which 173 were in Bristol county. There 
is no occasion fora panic, but all proper 
precautions should be taken, especially in 
our cities, and individuals should be care- 
ful as to diet. If there are any dirty or 
unsanitary localities in our city they should 
be put into good condition at once, and 
the tenement houses of the mill operatives 
should be carefully looked after. Preven- 
tion is better than care.—New Bedford

Household Receipts 


BAKED ToMATOES. Select smootb, 
round tomatoes of uniform size, not very 
juicy. Put them in hot water, remove the 
skin, cut them in halves and scoop out all 
the seeds. Chop, and rub to a powder one- 
third of a cup of boiled ham or tongue, add 
two-thirds of a cup of soft bread crumbs, 
one teaspoonful of chopped parsley, or one 
salt spoonful of thyme, a little pepper and 
sufficient melted butter to moisten. Fill 
the tomatoes with the mixture, place them 
in a shallow dish, and bake fifteen minutes. 


BRANDY PEACHES. Four pounds of 
fruit, four peunds of sugar, one pint of 
best brandy. Make a syrup of the sugar 
and enough water to dissolve it. Let this 
come to a boil; put the fruit in and boil 
five minutes. Having removed the fruit 
carefully, let the syrup boil fifteen minutes 
longer, or until it thickens well; add the 
brandy and take the kettle at once from 
the fire, pour the hot syrup over the fruit, 
and sea). If, after the fruit is taker from 
the fire, a reddish liquor comes from it, 
drain this off before adding the clear syrup. 
Put up in glass jars. Peaches should be 
pared for brandying. 


AppLe CreAM Pie. Bake or steam 
apples and take only the fine pulp. For 
one pie use one cup of pulp, one egg, the 
yolk and whites beaten separately, the 
juice of half a small lemon, and sugar to 
taste. Stir one minute over the fire, just 
long enough to cook the egg slightly, then 
use as filling for Washington pie. The 


white of the egg should always be beaten 
in last and beaten very lightly. 


ArpLe Saco, Soak in cold water on 
the back of the stove one cup of sago 
until it has swelled, then draw it on the 
front and cook slowly a few minutes. 
Pare and core six large apples, fill the 
hollow of each with sugar, pour over the 
sago slightly salted, and set in the oven in 
another dish of water. Cook slowly until 
the apples are soft through. Serve with 
sugar and cream, or witb sauce. Use only 
enough water in cooking to keep the sago 
like a soft jelly, not enough to make it 
watery.

As some of our readers wish to know the 
meaning of the word ** Manet,’’ we publish 
the following letter from our townsman: 

Quincy, AvG. 11, 1892. 

My Dear Sir:—The word “Manet” is 
“it remains.”’ When 
as a committee for that purpose, I designed 
a town seal, Mr. W. G. A. Pattee suggested 
the historical ‘‘Manet,’’ as it was first 
called in the Boston Records,—or Mt. Wol- 
laston, with its single red cedar tree, as it 
appears in the familiar stamp on the corner 
of Dr. Pattee’s history. The suggestion 
was at once adopted, and I added the dates 
of settlement (1625), original incorporation 


| as Braintree, (1€40) and as Quincy (1792); 
} and also the word ‘* Manet”’ 


as a motto, 
which applied to town, or hill, or tree,—for 
all three were, and still are, here. 

Such is the history of the seal, which 
originated with Mr. Pattee. The Latin mot- 
to, has since, I see, been Indianized and 
applied to the Houghs Neck beach. The 
word resembles ‘‘ Manomet,”’ and strikes 
me as pretty good Indian,—a good deal bet- 
ter than the average. But the real Indian 
name of that region at the settlement was 
** Passoganesset.”’ Still lam rather proud 
of my paternity of ‘* Manet,’’—and if it 
isn’t good Indian, it sounds well and ought 
to be, and, doubtless, in time it will be,— 
for us we will know enough Indian to prove

ANTONIN 


The New Director of the Conservatory. 


That promising child of our later day 
artistic progress, the National Conserva- 
tory of Music, which now has a real ex- 
istence in New York city thanks to the 
efforts of Mrs. Thurber and others is to 
have for its director Antonin Dvorak, a 
Bohemian musician and composer of Eu- 
ropean celebrity. This artist was the son 
ofa butcher and innkeeper at Nelahoz- 
eves, and was born September Sth, 1841. 
He was destined for the same humble 
calling, and it was only after years of 
struggle and a wonderful display of his 
powers that the son succeeded in over- 
coming the father’s opposition to his en- 
tering upon the musical career which has 
raised him to the highest distinction. Like 
all boys in Bobemia, Dvorak was taught 
music at the village school and studied 
the violin under the instruction of the 
schoolmaster. 

When twelve years old he began the 
study at Zlonitz, to which place his father 
removed, and later continued his studies 
at Kammitz. While thus engaged he sup- 
ported himself by playing in itinerant or- 
chestras. When the National Theatre 
was opened at Prague, Dvorak became a 
member of the orchestra. In 1873 he .be- 
Adelbert’s church, 
married and published a cantata entitled 
“The Heirs of the White Mountains,” 
which was received with great enthusi- 
asm. This his first appearance in print 
was followed in rapid succession by com- 
positions in almost every variety of style. 
From this time he enjoyed equal recog- 
nition from the people and the imperial 
authorities at Vienna.

Nasturtiums for Winter.

Some of the most beauti- 


come in the dwarf varieties, 


which lose their dwarf nature when 
grown in the house, and often reach a 


length of three or four yards. 

Take up carefully without disturbing 
the rootlets some of the smaller plants, 
and put each one into a jar filled with a 
light rich soilin.which there is plenty of 
leaf mold and some sand. Put the plants 
in the shade for a few days until well 
established, and briug them into the 
house before they blossom profusely. 


In filling a large window box with them, | 


it is a good plan to place the nasturtiums 


next to the glass, having an outer border | 


of sweet alyssum or mignonette (either of 
which grow and bloom freely in the house), 
as the nasturtiums drop their lower leaves 
as they begin toclimb.

operate to prevent the spread of disease, 
but the presence of even one case upon 
our shores is sufficient to cause a feeling of 
horror. | 

Dr. E. O. Shakespeare, port physician of 
Philadelphia says ‘‘cholera can be most 
easily and certainly avoided by the indi-| 
vidual, if only the proper precautions be 
constantly and scrupulously observed.” 
Cholera victims may be lived with, handled, 
nursed and treated with absolute impunity | 
if these precautions, be never once for-| 
gotten or neglected. The cholera poison 
does not infect the air even of the sick 
room; it cannot be inspired with the} 
breath; it does not enter through the skin, | 
or through cuts, sores or abrasions of tbe | 
body. It enters through the stomach only, 
and assails by way of the intestinal canal. 

“In the human being it is in the intes- 
tinal canal only that this infectious ma- 
terial multiplies enormously, sometimes 
with extreme rapidity, generating a chem- 
ical poison that attacks and destroys the 
lining of the epithelium of the intestines, 
causing extensive flakes of the latter to 
be thrown off, while the raw surface thus 
exposed exudes great quantities of the | 
fluids of the blood—constituting together 
the so-called rice-water discharges, fre- 
quently so rapid and copious—and which 
meanwhile is thence absorbed into the 
system, to play a formidable role in a di- 
rectand vicious attack upon the kidneys, 
heart and nervous system.

The mistress of the White House is a 
victim of consumption and is slowly wast- 
ing away at the President’s cottage, at 
Loon Lake, N. Y. It is reported that she 
is beyond all hope of recovery and that her 
death may be looked for any day. The 
President, his son Russell, and daughter, 
Mrs. McKee, are in constant attendance. 
Also, Mrs. Dimmick and Mrs, Parker, 
nieces of Mrs. Harrison. 

One of Mrs. Harrison’s physicians au- 
thorizes this statement of her case: She 
was first taken with a severe attack of the 
grip in Washington in the winter of 1890, 
followed and aggravated by severe bronchial 
and pulmonary troubles, lasting some time. 
While at Cape May in the summer of 1891, 
she again took a heavy cold, and the bron- 
chial troubles reappeared. It was some 
weeks before this attack yielded to treat- 
ment. 

Last winter she had a second attack of 
the grip, which this time was followed by 
catarrhal pneumonia, lasting seven or eight 
days. After that she was troubled by a se-| 
vere cough, followed in March last with a] 
slight hemorrhage of the right lung, fol- 
lowed by consolidation of the right apex. 
This consolidation bas gradually increased 
up to the present time, accompanied 
throughout with nervous prostration.

Curiosities of Marriage. 


[CONTINUED. ] 

Nothing prohibits a white man from mar- 
rying a mulatto in most States; but having 
done so he can goto Alabama and have 
the marriage declared void without so 
much as naming a grievance. In Maine, 
Maryland, North Carolina, Tennessee and 
Massachusetts the Legislatures have made 
regulations declaring that people cannot 
marry themselves in those States, but must 
be united in wedlock by a third person. 


Accordingly, a man and woman from South | 
Carolina, visiting in any of the States men- | 


tioned and marrying themselves by contract 
according to the South Carolina law would 
not be husband and wife. Maine is the on- 
ly State in the Union where women are al- 
lowed to solemnize marriages; but in order 
that the ceremonies they perform shall be 
legally binding, they must be specially ap- 
pointed and commissioned by the governor 
for the purpose. Such commissions are 
only granted occasionally to females. In

The matter of cheap and reliable insur- 
ance is of as much importance to the com- 
munity at large as it is to the individual. 
The rich can afford to pay the exhorbitant 
rates of the “Old line companies,”’ while the 
great mass of people must insure in the 
fraternal orders or not at all. 

It often happens that the money received 
from these orders is all that keeps the poor 
man’s family from destitution, or from be- 
ing dependent on friends who can ill afford 
the additional burden. ‘Thus it becomes of 
importance to the general public that hon- 
est and reliable insurance should be within 
reach of all. 

The recent “‘mushroom growth and col- 
lapse’’ of fraudulent benefit orders has not 
only swindled thousands of hard working 
people out of their earning but it has fur- 
nished the “O'd line companies’? an oppor- 
tunity to misrepresent the honest assess- 
and secure a part of their 
Both money and influence have 
to shake confidence in them. 
Prominent journals denounce them indis- 


ment orders 
business, 
been used 
criminately. Even our insurance commis- 
sioner sees nothing but evil in them, while 
“old line companies” escape all criti- 
cism, notwithstanding the fact that they 
both depend on the same essential condi- 


the 


tions for an existence and are subject to 
the same risks, 

Let the people once lose confidence in 
either one and their common life ‘‘new 
business’’ will fall off, after which comes 
bankruptcy in a very short time. Let the 
officials become dishonest or let a financial 
panic arise, and the losses of the “eld line 
companies’ will be many times greater 
than that of the fraternal orders, inasmuch 
as the amount of money in their keeping is 
always much greater in proportion to their 
risks, and the fraternal orders can neither 
steal nor lose what they haven't got. 

A life insurance contract may extend 
forty o- fifty years. Now what assurance 
is there that even the best company or as- 
sociation in existence will live half of that 
time. Experience teaches us that the 
greater part of them die even younger, 
thus showing that neither the “old line 
companies’’ or the fraternal orders are per. 
fectly reliable institutions. The “honest” 
assessment orders have demonstrated the 
fact that the first cost of insurance is very 
smal], and if they could only guarantee 
their own existence we should have ideal 
insurance. Why can’t the State step in at 
this point and furnish life insurance at cost 
on the plan of the assessment orders. It 
needn't cost the Statea cent to do it. By 
saving rent of lodge rooms and saving the 


low what itis now in the assessment or- 
ders. One office with one set of officers 
could do all the work better than is done 
now.’ The security would be unquestioned, 
and the saving to the people from losses 
through dishonest companies would be 
hundreds of thousands of dollars. The 
Boston Herald thinks ‘‘State insurance is a 
practical thing, already demonstrated in 
Germany, and would be a good thing for 
this country, but thinks we are not ready 
for a parental government yet. 

What in the name of common sense do 
we care whether logicians refer to ours as a 
“parental” government or a “‘plutocratic”’ 
government.

If 
we can replace the present unreliable and 
expensive insurance system with perfect 
security within the reach of any man in 
ordinary circumstances, let us do it.

The marriage of a man to his 
stepmother or stepdaughter is void in Con- 
necticut but lawful in New York. South 
Carolina is the only State where no pro- 
vision of law exists for the celebration of 
marriages by a clergyman or magistrate. 
The law prescribed no ceremony, requiring 
only an agreement between the parties to 
the contract. According to the decision of 
the highest court in that State, they may 
express this agreement “by parole, or may 
signify it by whatever ceremony their whim, 
or taste, or religious belief may select.” 
South Carolina is the only State in the 
Union that has no divorce law. Such a le- 
gal separation is not granted in any case 
after a man and woman have lived togeth- 
er. Sioux Falls, South Dakota, is the fa 
vorite objective point at present for excur- 
sionists in pursuit of divorces. The Rhode 
Island laws are not so loose as they former- 
ly were, so that Newport bids fair to be a 
less popular resort for fashionable persons 
anxious for judicial separation than it has 
hitherto been. Chicago lawyers are still 
said to keep a large stock of decrees always 
on hand for travellers whu have not much 
time to waste. In Cook County, IIL, a 
few years ago, the ratio of divorces to mar- 
riages got as high as one in thirteen. There 
were 20,000 divorces in New England be-

tion, forwarded to me a request for an ap- 
propriation of $25,000 for the purpose of 
new construction, 

Their request met with my approval and 
& communication was sent to the Council 
July 7, asking for an appropriation of 
000 to permit the Water Commissioners to 
make the necessary extensions, to supply 
the demands for a supply of water. The 
Council passed an order July 25, authoriz 
ing a loan of $25,000 but by the wording of 
the order making the date of the bonds 
December 1, the orders to a certain extent 
became inoperative, as the bonds could not 
be delivered until December 1, and the 
proceeds could not be placed to the credit 
of the Water Board. 

Aug. 22, I called the attention of the 
Council to these facts, and requested the 
Council to change the date of the bonds 
from Dec. 1 to Sept. 1, so that the appro- 
priation could be available for the uses of 
the Water Board. This request was re 
fused by the Council, and I deem it my 
duty in behalf of the citizens who desire to 
be supplied with water, and in behalf of the 
Water Commissioners, who believe that 
the mins should be extended for the pur 
pose Of supplying Water tue domestic pur 


poses, and also for giving the city a Lotter 
fire protection, to again call the attention or 
the Council to this important question, and 
request them to provide the necessary funds, 

From June Ist, the date of taking pos 
session, up to the present time, the receipts 
from water rates have been about $5,978.31 
and $082.59 from service account The 
expenditures have been about $1,806.27 for 
maintenance and $2,374.25 for making ser- 
vice connections, The Board has about 
$400 of materials for service connections on 
hand. 

The Board has also charged to service 
account the cost of changing the mains and 
service connections on Water street, occa 

ioned by the rebuilding of the culverts, 
and this expenditure, about $300, should be 
charged against Water street appropriation, 
and the water department credited. The 
service account would then properly stand:

The Water Board has to its credit at the 
present time about $2,800, and it is estimat- 
that about $6,500 in water rates will 
soon be received. This will give the Board 
available funds if the proper authority be 
given to use the same for new construction. 

I would therefore recommend that the 
Council consider this request and pass an 
order grautiog authority to the Water 
Commissioners to use the available funds 
until the water supply bonds are delivered 
when the proper transfers can then be 
made. 

I would again call the attention of the 
Council to my communication of June 18, 
asking the Board to establish by ordinance 
the salaries of the Water Commissioners.

The John Hancock School, } 
Epirors oF THE PATRIOT: 

The favorable location and fine appear- 
ance of the new Lincoln schoolhouse has 
naturally directed attention to the John 
Hancock school building and the grounds 
around it, causing much adverse criticism 


concerning the same. 

This latter building ought to be one of 
the handsomest school buildings in the 
city, and with a moderate outlay it would} 
seem as if it might be made so; but at the 
present time instead of being a credit to 
the city it is quite the reverse. 

In the first place, the John Hancock 
school has the unfortunate distinction of 
standing in the background, so to speak, 
being to a considerable extent hidden from 
view on the Granite street side by a dwell- 
ing house, which oceupies the space directly 
between the schoolhouse and the street, 
thus not only detracting immensely from 
the appearance of the school building, but 
also interfering with the extension of the 
grounds on Granite street. 

Furthermore, the schoolhouse grounds 
are not properly graded, neither is there a 
fence around them. 

The fact is, that at the time the John 
Hancock schoolhouse was built the town 
should have obtained possession of the 
Griffith’s estate and made it a part of the 
schoolhouse grounds. This estate ought

Improved Railroad Jack, 


Mr. Abel Nutting, who is well knowa in 
this city, has invented a railway-track 
jack, that is destined to soon come into 
universal use on all steam railroads, as by 
its use all danger from accidents is obviated. 
Had it been in use on that fatal day of the 
Quincy accident the many people who lost 
their lives would have reached Boston in 
safety. 

Mr. Nutting’s jack differs materially from 
the jack now in use, inasmuch as that 
now in use rises something over two feet 
above the level of the ground, while his 


does not come above the top of the rail | 
and combines the principles of a screw and | 
wedge, two of the most powerfal levers | 


known. 

It consists of an iron frame which sets 
on a level with the ground, the base con- 
stituting a guide or track for the wedge, a 
rail-supporting chair formed to bear the 
surface of the wedge, which is adapted to 
move on a series of inclined anti-friction 
rollers which are journaled in the frame 
combined with the base on track having 
guides engaged with said frame. 

Its mode of operation is very simple. 
The chair is placed under the rail to be 
raised and the wedge is forced under the 
chair, thus raising it by means of a screw 
which is worked by a long handle. Should 
a train approach while the jack is in 
position, it is not necessary to remove it as 
atrain can passin perfect safety as was 
practically demonstated at South Brain- 
tree recently before a number of Old 
Colony officials.
